MALI PRESIDENT VISITS UPPER VOLTA, COMMENTS ON CHAD, SAHARA 
AB201856 Ouagadougou Domestic Service in French 1300 GMT 20 Nov 81 


[Text] The main item of this midday newscast is the arrival in our country of 

the Malian head of state. Gen Moussa Traore arrived in our capital this morning 
from Bamako accompanied by an important delegation. The authorities and people 

of Ouagadougou accorded the Malian head of state Gen Moussa Traore a resounding 
welcome. All along the route, large crowds turned out to see the presidential 
motorcade right up to the entrance of the presidential palace. At the airport, in 
fact, many people turned out to welcome the Malian delegation: state and administra- 
tive officials, diplomats and a very large group from the Malian community. After 
being welcomed by his cilleague Col Saye Zerbo, President Traore greeted the 
personalities of the Malian community before entering the VIP lounge where he was 
interviewed by the press. It was our colleague Ouatama Lambe who asked the first 
question. 


[Begin recording] [Question] Mr President, welcome to our country. The national 
press would like to ask you a few questions and the first one is within which 
context should we view your visit to Upper Volta 10 days from the deadline fixed 
for the submission of the findings of the technical committee entrusted with 
making concrete proposals in connection with the border dispute? 


[Answer] First of all, I should like to thank my brother and friend, President 
Saye Zerbo, the members of the Military Council as well as those of the government 
for the very warm and enthusiastic welcome extended to me and to the members of 

my delegation. One should not think that each time the head of state of Mali 
comes to Upper Volta it is to discuss border problems. Concerning border problems 
in fact, 10 days from the date on which the report is to be submitted, and before 
the meeting of the ministers of interior of Mali and Upper Volta, I will simply 
say that I cannot say anything on this matter since the report has not yet been 
submitted. The aim of this friendly visit to Ouagadougou is to exchange views. 
The most important aspect of this visit is to further strengthen friendly rela- 
tions of cooperation existing between Upper Volta and Mali. This means that even 
if we discuss border issues, we are not discussing a conflict. There is no conflict 
between Upper Volta and Mali. It is the settlement of a border issue between 
Upper Volta and Mali. 


[Question] Mr President, you took power exactly 13 years ago. Can you tell the 
Upper Voltan people today what you have achieved during this time, keeping in mind 
particularly that there are young men in the cabinet now ruling the country? 











[Answer] Yes, in fact, the army took power in Mali 13 years ago. And it has also 
been 3 years since Mali returned to normal constitutional life. You are asking 
whether the present cabinet ruling in my country is homogeneous. I will answer 
positively. If this is not the case, we must reshuffle this cabinet to make it 
much more homogeneous in the supreme interest of both Mali and the people of 
Africa. This has to be so because we in Mali believe that we must work constantly 
and relentlessly within the framework of the African solidarity. I wish to stress 
"within the framework of the African solidarity," because this is one of my 
country's preoccupations. The road has been very long with so many obstacles, 
particularly the world economic situation, the energy crisis, the numerous effects 
of the drought--as you know, at the time when the army took power in Mali, the 
drought had been hitting the Sahel countries for several years already and this did 
not make the task easy for the soldiers. Today, I can state that, in any case, 

the army has tried its best in Mali. The balance-sheet is not entirely positive 
but it must be noted that a lot of preeress has been made in Mali within the frame- 
work of economic and social development. 


[Question] On your way back to Bamako the other day, after the Franco-African 
summit, you stated thet important measures had been taken by France to see that 
Mali returns to the West African Monetary Union [UMOA]. Can you give us an idea 
about the measures which have been taken and can you anticipate when Mali will 
return to the UMOA? 


[Answer] You know that, in 1967-1968, the governments of France and Mali signed 
some financial agreements under which France asked Mali to return to the UMOA 

and Mali agreed. Many years have passed and the governments of the two countries 
have agreed that Mali should return to the UMOA. Some measures were to be taken 
and have been taken to enable Mali to return to the UMOA. Most important were 

the question of the management of the Malian state sector, the implementation of 
Mali's budget and also the effect on Mali's external accounts. We have taken care 
of all these. Since France believes Mali should return to the UMOA, Mali sees 

no inconvenience in doing so. But there is a legal problem between Mali and 
France and it is up to France to decide if Mali will return to the UMOA or not. 


[Question] Mr President, the inter-African peacekeeping force in Chad started 
arriving in Ndjamena some time ago. Can you tell us Mali's view on the mission 
of this inter-African force? 


[Answer] In July 1980, at the Freetown summit, Mali was one of the rare countries. 
that asked for the setting up of an inter-African force to intervene in Chad. 

We tried all avenues to ensure that these troops were sent to Chad as soon as 
possible and in order to avoid the irreparable. We also said that in case this 
inter-African force could not be sent, and in case it could not aid this force, 
the OAU should call on the United Nations to furnish it with logistical support. 
More than 1 year has passed. Now, after the withdrawal of the Libyan troops, we 
notice unfortunately that the forces of Hissein Habre have continued to fight in 
the interior of the country. If this inter-African force had arrived in time in 
Chad, we might not have witnessed the present situation in Chad. That is the view 
of the Malian Government on this issue. 











[Question] Mr President, what is the opinion of the Malian authorities over the 
recent developments in the western Sahara situation, particularly following the 
Guelta Zemmur events? Also, has Mali changed its view on the issue of self- 
determination for the Saharan people? 


[Answer] You know, one of the fundamental principles of the government of the 
Republic of Mali concerning self-determination is intangibility. So, from 1960, 
when we got our independence, to the present, we have always worked toward peace 
and international security. This peace can only be achieved through the self- 
determination of the people. So, Mali's stand has not changed on the issue of the 
western Sahara. The change in stand after the Guelta Zemmur event was because of 
our belief that as long as the western Sahara issue is not solved, there will be 
other incidents like that of Guelta Zemmur. This should not, however, compromise 
the decision of the continental organization on the western Sahara issue. 


[Question] Mr President, the obsession of most Sahel countries is certainly the 
drought. [Words indistinct] the agricultural season. Can you tell us if the 
Malian people are optimistic. 


[Answer] You are putting this question to the current chairman of the Inter-State 
Committee to Fight the Drought in the Sahel [CILSS] and I must now speak on behalf 
of the Sahel people. I am going to speak on behalf of these Sahel people now, and 
not on behalf of Mali. Generally speaking, if the wet season has been satisfactory, 
it is only in relation to previous years. Otherwise, I can say that the drought 

is still prevailing. For example, in Cape Verde, it rained only three times during 
this wet season. This is very serious. So, the CILSS will still need aid. 

I said in Rome, and repeated in Kuwait and in Taihif, that since we cannot help 
each other to fight the drought in the Sahel, the Sahel people will continue to 

ask for this aid, which will contribute to the fight against hunger in the world.

OAU FORCE DOCUMENT TO BE SIGNED IN NAIROBI

[Text] Nairobi, 28 Nov (AFP)--Six African states will sign an agreement here 
today defining the role of the proposed interAfrican peacekeeping force in 
war-torm Chad, Organisation of African Unity (OAU) deputy secretary-general 
Peter Onu said here Friday. 


The agreement will set a timetable for deployment of the force and create an 
observer group of six other African countries, chaired by Kenya, he said. 


News of the agreement came only a few hours after a first contingent of Senegalese 
troops flew into Chad in readiness for the setting up of the peace force. Some 
700 Zairean soldiers are already there. Nigeria has 2,000 troops on standby 

to fly to Chad but has been waiting for the outcome of the Nairobi conference. 


The Nairobi meeting was intended as a meeting of the leaders of the six states 
who have agreed to make up the peace force, plus Chadian President Goukouni 
Oueddei. But only Mr Goukouni turned up and his fellow African leaders--of 
Nigeria, Senegal, Zaire, Benin and Togo--merely sent their foreign ministers 
or other officials. Guinea sent no-one, 


The agreed timetable is: 


--by December 2: establishment of the force headquarters in Ndjamena and division 
of Chad into operational zones. 


--by the 10th: arrival of support troops for headquarters, while troops 
already in Chad are sent to the operational zones. 


--by the 17th: all military contingents should have arrived in Chad and taken 
up their assigned positions. 


The meeting adopted the wording of a resolution at the last OAU summit to derine 
the force role as supporting Chad's interim Government of National Union (GUNT) 
in its efforts to maintain peace and security and not interfering in Chad's 
internal affairs. 


Mr Onu dodged the tricky question of whether backing the Goukouni government 
might be seen as taking sides in the civil war which largely pits the president 
against the forces of former defense minister Hissene Habre. 





The text of the agreement also followed the OAU resolution in saying the force 
should take over Chad's defence while the national army was being put together. 


The Nairobi meeting reiterated an appeal to neighbouring countries to do nothing 
to upset the delicate situation by backing rebels. 


On the cost of the operation, the meeting decided that OAU President Daniel arap 
Moi should once again ask world bodies to contribute, but friendly countries 
outside Africa should make bilateral arrangements with individual force members. 
France and the United States have already begun helping Mr Goukouni. 


Apart from the action of Zaire, Senegal and soon Nigeria, Benin has said it 
will send troops. But Togo and Guinea have not yet confirmed they will do this, 
despite their initial pledge.

DIFFICULTIES HAMPER SOCIALIST COMPETITION PROCESS

[Excerpt] The third quarter of the socialist competition plan, which since 
January has involved 163 enterprises of Luanda Province employing 36,764 workers, 
in this next to the last stage achieved 71 percent of a planned production. 

This was reported yesterday by the UNTA [National Union of Workers of Angola] 
provincial secretary Antonio Fundoes during a meeting at the 1 May movie theater. 


In the next to the last stage which coincided with the demonstrations marking 
National Hero's Day in memory of the lamented Comrade President Agostinho Neto, 
20 enterprises were highly rated, as well as 3,638 workers, of whom 77 were 
characterized outstanding; 215 days of voluntary work were registered during this 
period. Also, as had already been stated in the report on the first 6 months of 
the socialist competition plan, many enterprises, in total defiance, continued 
not sending their production plans to the UNTA socialist competition national 
department. 


This state of affairs was one of the chief obstacles to the implementation of the 
main objectives that are at the origin of the socialist competition plans. As 

a matter of fact, according to Antonio Fundoes, in spite of the existing diffi- 
culties in sunplies of water, electricity, raw materials and essential goods for 
the workers, it has been found that many enterprises show the same difficulties 
that were present at the beginning of the socialist competition. "Everyone," 
said the UNTA provincial secretary, "says that they have difficulties but nobody 


tells how to solve them!" 


In view of the large number of enterprises (56) that failed to provide any type of 
information since the beginning of the socialist competition plan, Antonio Fundoes 
added that all this leads to the belief that there is a great lack of organiza- 
tion within these production units. "All this leads one to believe that the 
director does not have close communication with the trade union commission and 
vice versa and therefore the production assemblies, the vital base of socialist 
competition, are not being held." 








Many enterprises, some of them of economic interest, have been disqualified because 
of insufficient data. In this last quarter, even though it is rather late to 
straighten out the present situation, the enterprises make a little effort to 
present their data before the end of the year to make the final report on the 
socialist competition. Antonio Fundoes also thought that enterprises in good 
standing and those that have fulfilled their duties should try to increase even 


more their production so as to have a good number of outstanding workers, to 
increase the number of vanguard workers.

SOUTH AFRICANS FIND NO COOPERATION IN INVADED AREAS

[Interview with Cuvelai Municipal Commissioner Clemente Kassima by Achille Lollo] 


[Excerpt] Cuvelai, 29 September--We approached Cuvelai Municipal 
Commissioner Clemente Kassima to analyze the behavior of South 
Africans in that municipality and the reaction of the people. 

We asked him: 


[Question] Clemente Kassima, this municipality was one of the first to be 
reached by the barbaric wave of hoodlums who, in this manner, cut the roads 
linking Ondjiva to the north of Cunene, where this municipality is located, 
namely the communes of Mupa, Evale and Anhanca. Therefore, when the armored 
vehicles column came, what was the reaction of the population? 


[Answer] When the enemy arrived we had already been alerted because from the 
time of their approach near Evale, the people came to inform us. Once the South 
Africans occupied the area between Evale and Mupa, they tried to use the psycho- 
logical weapon to distort information and to attract the population. However, in 
fact this attempt did not succeed because before the invasion we had alerted 

the population against such a maneuver. 


We explained that the racists could appear to be peaceful especially to obtain 
military information about our defense forces,the ODP [People's Defense 
Organization] and our organizational and administrative structures. 


As a matter of fact, the people of the Evale commune did not cooperate with the 
enemy. At Mupa also, when they entered the settlement, they did not find anyone. 
The same happened in various mukundas [agglomerations] in nearby areas. The 
racists did not find anyone because the entire population fled before they 
arrived. 


[Question] We know that the racists occupied Mupa and that they installed a 
mobile command post there. During those days, what happened in the commune? 


[Answer] They stayed 3 days in the commune waiting for some person to appear. 
Later they tried to advance toward the north, almost 15 km, but they had to go 
back because no one appeared. 


So, they went toward Nehone, which they had previously surrounded to prevent a 
large portion of the population from fleeing. 


In those days they opened all the doors of the warehouse of domestic trade, health, 
construction and cooperative by shooting the locks. Then they entered the ware- 
houses, and began throwing everything on the floor breaking the glass bottles 
containing medicines, slashing the bags of corn and opening cans of milk ‘ith 
their rifle butts. Finally, if that were not enough, they trampled the plastic 
bags of biscuits with their boots. They did not leave anything undamaged that 
could be used! 


The cattle were scattered in the underbrush, the pigs were decimated, and I do 
not know why they cut the throats of the chickens and strung their heads on a 
wire that was close to the commine headquarters. 


They destroyed our hospital, damaged the DINAPROPE [National Cattle Products 
Distributing Company] and the domestic trade warehouses. These places were even 
machinegunned from helicopters. Now our ODP has recovered the cattle that the 
racists scattered and therefore did not have time to gather and take to the 
illegally occupied territory of Namibia. 


The people have already returned to the communes, but continue on the alert because 
it is possible that the enemy will attack again. I can assure you that the 
racists, when they came here, were by themselves. They did not have anyone to 
contact, with whom to talk. They were alone. 


[Question] To conclude, can you tell us how many troops the South Africans 
used to destroy the economic structures of Mupa, Evale and Cuvelai? 


[Answer] Well, they entered Mupa with 80 AML/90 Ratel armored vehicles 

and special Hyppo trucks. They were supported by 10 PUMA A/330 helicopters which 
landed on a Mupa soccer field. Later they received other reinforcements, and 

a column of 120 armored vehicles went to Nahone where there were other contingents 
of the Pretoria racist army.

CRISIS SITUATION SEEN IN SOUTH AFRICA

[Excerpts] in spite of the fact that the massive South African information 
organs and their European partners are attempting to cover up the tense 
climate prevailing in the large cities of South Africa, the partisans of the 
apartheid regime can no longer hide the crisis situation in which they find 
themselves. 


This is not an economic crisis, because the South African subsoil still provides 
the resources to maintain the structures of this artificial state, but everything 
leads us to believe that we are faced with a giant with clay feet. 


Gold, diamonds, coal, etc., all these riches cannot provide ideological assurance 
and they do not guarantee the continuity of the principles on which the state 
was created. 


South Africa is living at this time what sociologists have defined "a crisis of 
a society's existential values," and as a result, there are no solutions or 
alternatives for it without fundamental changes within society. 


This crisis began when the ANC succeeded in organizing the spontaneous movement 
of the student and working masses of black, mulatto or Indian origin. 


The success of the ANC guerrilla attacks is not an isolated case. On the 
contrary, we are confronted with a complex definition of a process of national 
liberation active in all its forms. 


In South African reality, this is what has determined the crisis in the values 
of the Boer society, in its Calvinist perfectinism and British efficiency. 


Reactions are palpable and unmistakable: in Boksburg, in the vicinity of 
Johannesburg, a businessman shot a black worker to death and wounded three more 
during a small demonstration against the exercrable living conditions to which 
black workers in South Africa are subjected. 
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If this tncident is analyzed separately, one reaches the conclusion that such 
actions are no more than criminal events. However, including this fact in 
the analysis of the behavior of the racist classes toward the black majority, 
the question is obvious: "Does the violence practiced by state institutions 
not suffice any longer for private citizens, who have now started to shoot 
black demonstrators in the streets?" 


Indeed, this is the kind of situation that sociologists such as Milton and 
Ferrarotti would like to analyze closer, since "violence coming from those 

who have promoted the establishment of political institutions based on violence 
is destined to die violently by the hand of those who were always subjected 

to such a regime and repressive social behavior." 


At present, South Africans are attempting to disguise the crisis of apartheid 
by exporting to Angola, Namibia, Zambia and Mozambique the war they have 

failed to win within their own borders against the downtrodden black population 
that has now started to rebel. 


If further proof is needed for this situation, it is enough to relate an event 
that typifies even more the situation of internal crisis affecting the South 
African regime. We are talking of the jailing of British newsman Steplan Barden-- 
a resident of South Africa for 18 years (during which he worked for South 

African radio)--because he recorded a brief program on the workings of apartheid 
for Australian radio. 
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U.S. ACCUSED OF PERPETUATING 'BACKWARD' SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME

[Excerpts] The capital of the People's Republic of Angola has been the seat of 
an international conference of solidarity with peoples, youth and students of 
Southern Africa since 13 November. This conference is slated to end today.

In their 
view, the solution of the Namibian problem is tied to the recognition of the 
puppet groups, those belonging to the so-called Turnhalle Democratic Alliance, 
tools of South Africa installed on the illegally occupied territory of Namibia, 
and not to the full implementation of resolution 435 of the UN Security Council, 
recognized by the international community as the sole means to guarantee the 
genuine independence of the Namibian people. 
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Mozambican chief of state Samora Machel stated on a given occasion that 


"Namibia is a thorn in the throat of humanity, for whose extraction there 
are various doctors and surgeons.”

COMMENTS, SPECULATION ON OIL MINISTER'S DISMISSAL

The dismissal, at the end of October, of oil 
minister Jorge Morais has removed one of the great 
survivors from the Angolan government. It could be 
the sign for further shake-ups in the government 
before the annual MPLA party military parade on 
December 10. Morais, who acquired the nom de 
guerre of ‘‘Monty’’ in the MPLA struggle against the 
Portuguese before Angola’s independence, had long 
been a likely target of any new drive against mesticos 
or appointees of the late President Agostinho Neto. 
But Morais’ ability to swim with the tide always 
surprised his opponents. The good relations he culti- 
vated with western oil companies while at the head of 
Angola’s most important economic portfolio, only 
helped to weigh the balance against him in the end. 

The official verdict was that Morais fell because he 
lost out to Herminio Escorcio, head of Angola’s state 
oil concern Sonangol. Morais had accused Escorcio 
of acting in collusion with Gulf Oil Corporation (the 
US oil major which operates the Cabinda oil fields) 
in an official report he submitted to President José 
Eduardo dos Santos at the end of September. At least 
this is the story the disgraced minister himself leaked 
in a last-ditch attempt to save himself. The report, 
which the President received just before he set out on 
his three week trip to Libya, eastern Europe, France 
and North Korea, also accused Escorcio of malprac- 
tice over some of the price discounts offered by 
Sonangol over the past year. But the presidential 
decree sacking Morais said he had failed to prove his 
case. Dos Santos himself, it is noted, spent some time 
studying petroleum economics in Moscow. 

The fight between Morais and Escorcio was an 
uneven one anyhow. Escorcio is a member of the 
MPLA central committee whereas Morais, perverse- 
ly, owed all his prestige to his increasingly shaky 
position in the government. The last few reshuffles in 
Angola have shown that, just as in Mozambique, it is 
the party and not the government that counts — with 


the best men being taken out of the government to be 
promoted to control posts in the party apparatus. 
Those ministers such as Morais, who were not given 
seats on the central committee at last December’s 
party congress, were in fact left as mere figureheads. 


Morais, though, was still left with a coveted job 
and presided over one of the few sectors that had a 
success story to tell since indpendence. Until now the 
Angolans have been careful not to change the top 
faces in the oil industry in order not to alarm their 
western partners. The oil industry in Angola is any- 
way going through a mini-boom with more and more 
western companies beginning to drill for crude off 
the coast. The government had already signalled that 
it felt secure enough to take on the great sacred cow 
of Angolan oil, Cabinda Gulf Oil. The Angolans 
clearly want to bring Gulf more into line with other 
western operators. 


On the surface, at least, Morais’ departure is 
being made to look as though it is connected with a 
scandal. The authorities could certainly do with one. 
The party’s campaign against ‘‘liberalism and 
disorganisation’’ is in full swing and the year of 
‘‘discipline and control’ is drawing to an end 
without all that much to show for it in terms of rolled 
heads. Precisely because of its wealth, the oil sector 
should be a prime area for party investigators. Since 
Sonangol is known as a state within a state, 
Escorcio’s troubles may not be over yet. For 
instance, the Jornal de Angola, the ofhicial 
newspaper, carried an advertisement on August 9 
that raised many smiles in Luanda. The gist of it was 
that of 572 mini cocktail bars imported by Sonangol, 
only 181 were found in the port of Luanda when the 
company’s trucks went to pick them up. The 
newspapers appealed to the thieves to return the 
mini-bars, saying they had in fact been imported to 
help store medicines for the Angolan armed forces. 
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The decision to sack Morais was taken at an 
unannounced meeting of the party leadership in 
Luanda on October 29 and 30. A member of the 
powerful Van-Dunem clan, energy minister Pedro 
Van-Dunem, was given control of the oil portfolio 
until the appointment of a new minister. A vital 
question is who else did the party’s ‘‘control 
commission”’ decide to get rid of at its two-day 
meeting? One head that sits uneasily seems to be that 
of internal trade minister, Gamaliel Martins. He 


could make a scapegoat for the increasing food and 
other shortages now being felt in the capital and 
regional capitals as supplies are switched to the south 
and centre of the country where Cuban and Angolan 
forces are reported to have launched a major new 
drive against Jonas Savimbi’s teetering UNITA 
movement. The seaside villas one or two Angolan 
ministers are reported to have kept tucked away 
outside Lisbon for a rainy day, may soon come in

DOS SANTOS RETURNS; MEETING WITH DIOUF REPORTED

[Text] The president of the MPLA-Workers' Party and of the People's Republic 

of Angola, Comrade Jose Eduardo Dos Santos, yesterday returned from the 

Republic of Cape Verde where he was on a friendly and working visit. The 
friendly talks held between the two respective delegations centered mainly on 
their bilateral relations and the international political situation including 
that of the African continent and in particular the situation in southern Africa. 


During his stay in that country, the Angolan head of state met also his Senegalese 
counterpart, Abdou Diouf, and held talks of mutual concern with him.

After having manifested their firm wish to continue regular contacts at different 
possible levels, the two agreed to establish diplomatic relations between their 
two countries. 


Speaking at a dinner given in his honor by the Cape Verdian head of state, 
President Jose Eduardo Dos Santos congratulated the Cape Verdian people for 

his visit to their country. During his speech he also focused on the sufferings 
and exploitation in the struggle against oppression and also matters of 
international policy. 


Commenting on the Angolan late leader, Comrade Antonio Agostinho Neto, and the 
late leader of Cape Verde, Amilcar Cabral, Comrade Jose Eduardo Dos Santos 
said the two leaders are known to the world as giants of national liberal 
movements in Africa and were well known for their positions on the importance 
of national unity and international solidarity. 


The Angolan head of state also pointed out the unexpected (?traditional) 
attempts by imperialism and NATO to block the advance of national liberation 
movements and the extent of socialism in the world. Having condemned the 
extreme position of intimidation by forces of imperialism in an attempt to 
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stop the Angolan revolution, the Angolan head of state called on all African 
countries and in particular the Organization of African Unity to take strong 
measures in defending their position. 


On the same issue Comrade Jose Eduardo Dos Santos also reiterated his country's 
solidarity with the Saharan people under their vanguard movement, the POLISARIO 
front. On the other hand, he said that a just solution to the Namibian problem 
was possible if the fundamental interests of the Namibian people were taken 
into consideration in accordance with the UN Security Council Resolution 435. 


Meanwhile the Cape Verdian head of state, Aristides Pereira, said the relations 
which existed since the days of their struggle for independence by the two 
peoples deserve to be reinforced for progress and social justice. Having 
reiterated his people's solidarity for the just struggle for the peoples of 
southern Africa, President Aristides Pereida indicated that the struggle of the 
Angolan people constituted an examp’e for the Cape Verdian people who every 
moment are determined to withstand enemies both internally and externally

FIRMS NATIONALIZED--The Angolan Government has announced the nationalization 

of 13 foreign enterprises, most of them Portuguese, operating in the country.

the COMBAL, a flour and pasta plant, was nationalized because of its importance 
to the national economy.

DOWNWARD REVISION--Angola will have to revise its economic plans because of the 
war against South Africa and counterrevolutionaries in the southern part of the 
country, while investing more in industry, Bento Ribeiro, Angolan minister of 
industry declared. In a televised speech, he said that the Angolan Government 
will give priority to industrial investments to produce essential goods for 
consumption from domestic raw materials. Ribeiro said that industrial invest- 
ments will increase by one-third compared to last year. The war is requiring 
an ever-increasing share of the Angolan national income, 80 percent of which is 
derived from the sale of oil. The Angolan minister attributed special 
Significance to the increase of productivity, mainly in state enterprises, 
which accounted for 58 percent of total industrial production. About 

63 percent of Angolan industry is concentrated in Luanda, whose port is 
permanently busy.

USSR FISHING AGREEMENT--Talks between Angolan and Soviet delegations began 

in Luanda yesterday to analyze the degree of implementation of the decisions 
which were made at the fifth session of the Angolan-Soviet Commission for 
Fishing Cooperation. The meeting will discuss a number of issues with a view 
to solving some problems existing in this field. The meeting is being chaired 
by Emilio Guerra, the minister of fisheries, and Yuriy Bystrov, Soviet vice 
minister of the fish industry.

KEREKOU RECEIVES FRENCH COOPERATION MINISTER 
AB202230 Cotonou Domestic Service in French 1930 GMT 20 Nov 81. 


[Excerpts] The head of state, President Mathieu Kerekou, this morning received 

in audience in Cotonou Jean-Pierre Cot, French minister of cooperation and 
development. After this audience, Jean-Pierre Cot defined the purpose of his visit 
and the subjects which dominated the talks he had had with the head of state, 
Comrade Mathieu Kerekou, to our colleague Eugene Paddy? 


[Begin Cot recording] President Kerekou greatly honored me by receiving me in 
audience despite the brevity of my visit to discuss relations between our two 
countries and beyond that to make a general survey of international problems, and 
particularly African problems. My visit comes within the framework of the invita- 
tion the president of the republic extended to me during his recent visit to 
Paris, where he visited his French counterpart. At that time, President Kerekou, 
president of the People's Republic of Benin, expressed his desire to strengthen 
cooperation between our two countries. During the talks he had with the French 
president, he clearly defined the targets for this cooperation, and it is the duty 
of the Ministry of Cooperation and Development to draw up the results, that is, 

to accelerate the projects in concrete terms and work out the mode of cooperation 
between France and Benin. After the talks I had this morning with by Beninese 
colleagues, President Kerekou has confirmed this desire. 


We have realized that this increased cooperation between our two countries should 
not simply be verbal cooperation, but should and can be a more concrete cooperation 
which can make projects move in all fields. We also talked about how "Operation 

De Zoo''--the great rural development project in which France is involved in model 
farms and the mechanization of stockbreeding--can be brought together to make it 

a model project. 


A second cooperation sector which is also decisive and in which agreement has 
almost been reached is the possibility of having in Benin a communication network 
worthy of a modern country. On this point, financial commitments concluded during 
this visit should be taken into consideration, because I think they have some 
significance. A total of 4.150 billion CFA francs will be contributed by France: 
that is .6 billion CFA francs from the Cooperation Fund, 2.15 billion CFA francs 
from the Central Fund for Economic Cooperation and a loan of 1.4 billion CFA francs 
guaranteed by the French Insurance Company for foreign trade. And it seems to 





me that these figures speak louder than rhetoric from French authorities, not only 
to help cooperation but also to translate such cooperation into financial deals 
and achievements in all fields. 


What struck me most in our discussions was President Kerekou's broad survey of the 
whole situation on the African continent. With his special vision, there is no 
doubt of Benin's political commitment and also the territorial situation as well 
as great dose of the president's good sense. This vision of the African situation 
includes the conflicts, the means which a small country like Benin should have 

and the means which a non-African power like France should have to bring peace 

to the African continent. 


Obviously, our talks centered mainly on Chad. And I would say that on this point, 
we shared common views. We shared completely similar views and hoped that the 


efforts to rebuild a united Chad, independent and sovereign with its territorial 
integrity intact, would be a success through supporting the OAU. [End recording]

NIGERIANS ARRESTED, FIREARMS CONFISCATED 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 30 Oct 81 p 8 


[Article by Hubert Akponipke: "Gun Runners of Nigerian Origin Turned over to 
Authorities in Lagos" ] 


[Text] Linked by blood, language, history, geography, and many other natural bonds 
extending over many centuries, the Federal Republic of Nigeria and the People's 
Republic of Benin are two countries doomed to live together. 


Therefore, any dispute that might arise between these two sister countries can be 
settled only amicably, that is to say, without any hot blood or passion. This is 
what happened yesterday, Thursday, 29 October 1981, in the office of the minister 
of interior and public safety where, in the name of Benin authorities, Comrade 
Vincent Guezodje turned over to the ambassador of Nigeria three gun runners of 
Nigerian nationality. 


We remember that, during its weekly meeting on Wednesday, 26 August 1981, the 
Permanent Committee of the National Executive Council, discussing these gun runners, 
in particular noted the following: 


"The home inspections carried out as part of the investigation led to the discovery 
of crates containing hunting ammunition in the home of the famous Anthony Kekmezie 
Ife, manager of the Tonytex International establishment at Cotonou; he as a matter 
of fact was the middleman, getting a commission for rendering his service. At the 
same time, other arms and ammunition shipments were intercepted by the Mobile 
Customs Brigade in the Province of Zou when a Titan vehicle was carrying them to a 
border station heading toward Nigeria. The extremely detailed investigation made 
it possible to discover that this was the same network of Nigerian gun runners 
operating with the guilty complicity of certain personnel in the customs region 
command of the public security forces." 


These three gun runners--Anthony Ekemezie Ife, Anthony Okeke, and Simon Chukwueke 
--were thus arrested by our Public Security Forces and were yesterday turned over 
to His Execellency Ambassador Abdoulaye Yaya, ambassador extraordinary and 
plenipotentiary of the Central Republic of Nigeria, during a brief ceremony pre- 
sided over by the Benin minister of interior and public safety, Comrade Vincent 
Guezodje. Addressing the Nigerian diplomat on that occasion, the Benin minister 
said in substance: "Considering the various missions exchanged between our two 
countries, the Benin authorities have decided to approve your country's request, 
the request of the Federal Republic of Nigeria." 


The Nigerian Ambassador, who spoke in turn, expressed his appreciation to the 
Benin authorities for their understanding in the steps which led to this expedi- 
tion.

ECONOMY SAID TO BE IMPROVING SLIGHTLY

[Text] Bangui, November 11--Industrial and commercial activity in the Central 
African Republic is slowly increasing since the Armed Forces came to power 
two months ago. 


Experts from the International Monetary Fund and the French Cooperation Ministry 
here are not yet talking of a recovery, but say the ailing economy is "slightly 
better" than it was in the last days of former President David Dacko. 


Business is definitely under way again for most local industries: representa- 
tives here of French manufacturers of utility vehicles and mopeds saw sales 
rise by 50 per cent and 10 per cent respectively over the same period last 
year, while the country's only shoe manufacturer has sold 30 per cent more and 
taken on more labour. 


Financial experts consider that it will need at least six months to see signi- 
ficant progress, however. They attribute the present small boom to a new climate 
of confidence under the military regime after years of corruption and popular 
discontent. 


What is needed equally, the experts say, is the swift establishment of an 
economic programme based on agricultural production and a cut in public spend- 
ing, two-thirds of which goes on state employees' wages. 


The forced retirement of 1,000 of the country's 24,000 civil servants by next 
January answers one of the IMF requirements, and tax reductions to aid local 


industry should also help. 


A crackdown on fraud by the new administration has also boosted consumer 
spending, which has been halted by the fear of looting as well as by inflation. 


Ambitious Programme 
Head of State General Andre Kolingba and his ruling Military Committee have an 


ambitious programme, involving improvement of the road network of this landlocked 
country and development of the rural and social sectors. 
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Some 1,800 kilometres (1,200 miles) of road are to be repaired by 1983 
(notably the links with Cameroon and Chad), cotton production (estimated at 
15,000 tons this season) is to be boosted and livestock raising improved. 


Training of staff in the health and agriculture sectors is also to be stepped 
up under General Kolingba's programme, whose giant posters in all public 
places call stridently for "efficiency, work and sacrifice." (AFP) 
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LIBYA REPORTED TO HAVE CONTRIBUTED TO PEACE

WITHIN days of asking that an OAU- 
sponsored force should be created rapidly 
for Chad, the French government also said 
that it was sending arms to support Presi- 
dent Goukhouni's transitional govern- 
ment. President Shagari announced during 
his return from the Cancun summit in 
Mexico that Nigeria was prepared to send 
troops to Chad if invited by the OAU. 
Senegal, Ivory Coast, and it has even been 
reported Cameroon, have also indicated 
they would be prepared to join in such a 
force. These developments occur during a 
period of strained relations between Presi- 
dent Goukhouni and Col. Gaddafi. And as 
we go to press, the international media are 
filled with reports — apparently unfound- 
ed — of a coup attempt bv the Chadian 
Foreign Minister Ahmat Acyl, allegedly 
supported by Libya. 

On the evening of Wednesday, October 
28, it was reported that a column of Acyl’s 
troops had entered N'Djamena and were 
supported by Libyan armour. The follow- 
ing morning, AFP, reporting from 
N'Djamena, said that the city was quiet, 
there was no evidence of unusual Libyan 
activity and that President Goukhouni 
Weddeye was at his residence. Reports 
that the Libyan number two Major Jalloud 
had arrived in N'Djamena were confirmed, 
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""Making' Peace in Chad"] 


but the purpose of the visit was to attend 
one of the regular consultations (JANA 
claims) between the two governments. The 
visit might have prompted some unusual 
troop movements by local Libyan forces 
and those of the Forces Armées Populaires 
of the Transitional Government of Nation- 
al Unity. The ensuing tension has caused a 
number of the capital’s population to flee 
across the river to Kousseri in Cameroon. 

Ahmat Acyl has suffered military re- 
verses in the last weeks when he took on, 
the followers of the Minister of the In- 
terior, Mahamat Abba Said. There have 
also been suggestions that the days of 
Acyl's close identification with Libya are 
over and that Tripoli was no longer intent 
on using him as they did in the past. This 
may have prompted Acyl into a last fling 
for the power he has always coveted so 
conspicuously. 

if Libya were involved in any coup 
attempt, it would have been to forestall the 
well co-ordinated initiatives currently 
being undertaken by France, leading mem- 
bers of the OAU with the diplomatic 
support of Washington to assist President 
Goukhouni. The timing and extent of 
diplomatic activity over Chad suggests that 
tension was mounting there to a dangerous 
degree.

There is litthe doubt that Major Jalloud 
has used the occasion of his visit to exercise 
considerable pressure on President 
Goukhouni. In an interview on Chad radio 
on the morning of Thursday, October 29, 
Major Jalloud accused the French of in- 
terfering in the internal affairs of Chad and 
of trying to impose the inter-African 
peace-keeping force of the OAU. 

The official French confirmation that 
‘certain logistical support’ was being 
given to the Transitional Government of 
National Unity was made on October 26. 

The French government has now said 
that 25 tonnes of ammunition and Kalash- 
nikov-style rifles have been sent from the 
military base at Bouar in the Central 
African Republic. Though the weapons are 
not part of the normal French military 
arsenal, Paris says that they were ‘‘seized”’ 
during recent actions in Chad and the 
Central African Republic. 

Earlier at the Cancun summit France 
had appealed to the OAU to send an 
inter-African peacekeeping force into 
Chad. The US Secretary of State has 
already lent his support to the French 
appeal. Earlier last week, the French 
am? ssador in Khartoum handed over a 
message to President Nimeiri from Presi- 
dent Mitterrand in which the French leader 
explained France’s policy adding that it 
had received the support of the United 
States. 

The announcements were made at a time 
when it was reported in Paris that Presi- 
dent Goukhouni was under pressure from 
Libya to take steps to implement a ‘“‘mer- 
ger’ between the two countries. The Cha- 


dian President had also noted in an inter- 
view with reporters in N'Djamena that 
while his government welcomed the Lib- 
van presence in Chad. there had been 
pioblems with the Chadian public. He said 
that Libvan troops had committed certain 
“errors”. though he would not elaborate. 
Col. Gaddafi had announced shortly after 
the French appeal to the OAU that while 
the threat from Sudan remained he would 
not remove troops from Chad. und Presi- 
dent Goukhount has echoed those sent 
ments 

It ws clear that the latest developments 
spearheaded by the French President are 
designed to give the Chadian leader the 
confidence with which to act independently 
should he feel under particular pressure 
from Libya. ft should also give more 
substance to the GUNT. which ts still not 
receiving sufficient aid from Libya to pay 
salanes for civil servants, let alone re- 
establish some of the basic infrastructure in 
the capital. 
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The next step centres on the prospects of 
the OAU peace-keeping force. President 
Moi of Kenya, the OAU Chairman, has 
r Jicated that he will travel to Libya to 
discuss the Chadian problem with Col. 
Gaddafi and the implementation of an 
OAU plan for the establishment of a 
peacekeeping force to replace Libyan 
troops. The offer from Nigeria is timely. 
However, the inclusion of Senegal (de- 
finitely) and Ivory Coast (reportedly) and 
possibly Cameroon (which has, however. 
constantly called for a UN involvement) 
makes for a peace-keeping force of de- 
cidedly contrasting ideological hue to that 
proposed almost two vears ago composed 
of troops from Congo, Benin and Guinea. 
The OAU appears to be eager to promote 
the latest initiative. M. Edem Kodjo, the 
Secretary General of the OAU., has also 
said that he would agree with bilateral 
agreements between Chad and govern- 
ments sending members of the peace- 
keeping force. 

As to the financing of such a force. 
which some suggest might reach N'Djame- 
na before the end of the vear. the French 
Foreign Minister, M. Claude Cheysson, 
has recommended recourse to the United 
Nations. France appears ready to offer 
extensive logistical support and has already 
informed its air force to prepare to transfer 
Nigerian and Senegalese troops to Chad. 

The implications of the French, Nige- 
rian, Senegalese and OAU initiatives are 
far-reaching. France finds itself in the 
welcome position of being able to re- 
establish its presence in Chad decisively 
and uncontroversially: it will reap con- 
siderable goodwill for the disinterested and 
legaliste approach it has taken in support- 
ing the GUNT in the last few months. The 
fact that at least one of Chad's neighbours. 
Nigeria, will participate in such a force. if it 
is created, puts paid to one of the early 
conditions of a settlement in Chad: namely 
that bordering countries must not be in- 
volved in such peace-keeping efforts. 
Libya. of course, had broken with that 
agreement and it now seems that the OAU 
will follow the Libvan pretext of a bilateral 
agreement to justify, legally. the Nigerian 
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involvement. 

It is interesting to observe that there has 
been no Chadian response to proposals 
about the composition of the peace-keeping 
force. And there are Chadians who wonder 
whether the latest OAU initiative might 
not be presented to President Goukhouni as 
a fait accompli whose primary motive is 
anti-Libyan. The US would not object to 
the composition of the force and it has 
even been reported that Algeria is pre- 
pared to support it diplomatically. 

The success of the peace-keeping force 
would depend to a large extent on 
Sudanese reactions. It is argued that an 
OAU force in Chad would reduce the 
tension between Libva and Sudan. This is 
to presume that the OAU force would be 
deployed along the eastern frontier to 
sepurate Hissen Habre’s Forces Armées 
du Nord and the GUNT troops — a large 
and costly operation. The hope must be 
therefore that Sudan would cease to sup- 
port Habre on the condition that the 
Libyan threat is physically removed from 
that frontier. It is noteworthy that in the 
last few days the anti-Libyan propaganda 
has abated considerably. Indeed. the re- 
moval of a Libyan presence in Chad might 
serve to induce many of Habre’s suppor- 
ters to support the GUNT. 

However, a greater dilemma remains. 
By coming into Chad in support of the 
GUNT. the Libvans have plaved a decisive 
role in bringing a semblance of peace to 
the country. They have already embarked 
on a training programme for the integra- 
tion of the Chadian army: perhaps the 
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most decisive element if the peaceful fu- 
ture of Chad is to be guaranteed. If Libya 
were to withdraw, would it still continue to 
train the army? The continuation of Libyan 
involvement with the Chadian armed 
forces would scarcely meet with the 
approval of some OAU members. 

The Libyans, in other words, have a 
fulfilled role in Chad which the OAU force 
would have to continue. That is to say; not 
simply keeping opponents apart on the 
battlefield in the hope for some negotiated 
solution but rather in the active removal by 
military action of those elements in the 
country which oppose the government 
legally installed under the Lagos agree- 
ment of 1979. Those who support the 
OAU initiative will have to convince a 
number of Chadians that although the 
departure of Libya might be welcomed by 
a large majority, the peace to which Libya 
has undeniably contributed will be guaran- 
teed for the future. Will the GUNT sup- 
porters favour a neutral peacekeeping 
force as against an apparently favourably 
partisan Libyan support? 

The removal of the Libyans on its own 
will scarcely guarantee the success of the 
OAU force. If the departure of the Libyans 
serves to reconcile some opposition ele- 
ments and their external backers to the 
GUNT and to solicit the type and scale of 
international assistance that will recon- 
struct the Chadian state and guarantee its 
future stability, than a great deal will have 
been achieved. Years of prevarication, 
neglect and exploitation of the conflict 
have made the task a daunting one.

MILITARY SITUATION IN EASTERN SECTION REPORTED

[Text] Ndjamena, 28 Nov -(AFP)--Government authorities are completely silent 
about the situation prevailing in eastern Chad this weekend, but some evidence, 
although fragmentary, makes it possible to have a precise idea on the fighting 
going on in the region. 


About 30 wounded people have been evacuated so far from Abeche and Oum Zoueir to 
Ati, central Chad, before being transported by DC-4 to Ndjamena. 


Admitted to the capital's central hospital, they are mostly very young people; 
soldiers of the Revolutionary Democratic Council [CDR-pro-Libyan] of the Foreign 
Minister Ahamat Acyl or in the Integrated National Army [ANI] under training. 


In spite of the surveillance on them, two of them told AFP how the town of 
Abeche (25,000 people) was attacked by Hissein Habre's FAN about 10 days ago. 
According to these accounts, part of the local population, apparently trained 
by Habre's supporters who had infiltrated into the town, attacked the garrison 
at the first bombings. 


The FAN began to attack the airport, one of the wounded said. After two futile 
attempts, they returned to the garrison and succeeded in entering the town. 
Since we did not have heavy weapons, we prefered to withdraw, leaving them 
inside, and encircled the town. 


The two men were not able to say what the situation was after they had been 
wounded. According to them, the FAN had old light armored vehicles, the AML type, 
and double-barreled 14.5mm canons. 


Now, 10 days after these events, the situation in the east is described on 
Saturday as stationary by Chadian military sources. The authorities affirm that 
Abeche is controlled by government forces, but admit that the situation is 
difficult, because reinforcements of men and ammunition go daily through Ati, 
halfway between the capital and Abeche. 
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The ANI woefully lacks air transportation and logistic support, government 
circles continue to emphasize. In reality, the only operational DC-4 at the 
disposition of the army and which has made several roundtrips this week between 
Ndjamena on the one hand and Ati and Moundou (in the south) on the other hand 


was (?imobilized due to) a motor breakdown, it was learned from a military 
source, 


In its latest issue, the weekly UNITE (government-owned) deplored the rebel 
infiltration in the east and wondered about the OAU's game. 


The Libyans having left, wrote the paper, the inter-African peacekeeping 


troops should have automatically filled in the void. This has not been the 


case...instead it is the rebels--aided by Egypt and the Sudan--who are occupying 
the places that were vacant, UNITE stated bitterly.

LIBYAN PRESENCE OUTSIDE CAPITAL INTENDED TO LAST 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 134,0ct 81 p 35 


[Text] When he recently received Goukouni Oueddei at the Elysee, President 

Fracois Mitterrand of France undoubtedly wanted to legitimize the head of the 
Chadian National Union Government. The new Socialist administration, for whom the 
presence of the French Army in Chad was the absolute worst, hopes that its political 
support and increased economic aid will make the GUNT [Transition Government 

of National Union] less dependent on its embarrassing Libyan protector. But 
France's new policy in Chad runs the risk of having the opposite effect. By 
supporting Goukouni, Paris is indirectly endorsing the Libyans. In fact, a year 
after the defeat of Hissein Habre's Northern Armed Forces and his departure for 
exile, there is still no Chadian Government. 


A bitter internal fight is taking place within the ranks of the government. Since 
April, Acyl Amat's supporters are killing or being killed by supporters of Goukouni 
and by those of Minister of Interior Mahamat Abba Said. Goukouni only has one 
faithful ally, Adoum Togoi, a military commander without troops. Most of his 
ministers have left Ndjamena. What is more, people in the president's entourage 

do not conceal the fact that the departure of the Libyans will result in the 
disappearance of the so-called Transition Government of National Union. 


Ndjamena is a front where the Libyans want to keep a low profile. But outside 
Ndjamena, prefects and district chiefs are appointed by the Libyan command post of 
Sebha, completely disregarding Goukouni Oueddei. Outside Ndjamena, Libyan presence 
is intended to last. With Goukouni acting as an intermediary, Libya is asking the 
French to come to the Chadian capital to legitimize its presence elsewhere and to 
act as a screen that will attract a certain amount of international aid.

SUPPLIES FOR SENEGALESE TROOPS UNLOADED

[Text] Ndjamena, 27 Nov (AFP)--On Friday at midday, a DC-3 aircraft of the 
Toulouse-based private air company Hemet Exploration unloaded a stock of 

ammunition, foodstuffs and medications at the Ndjamena airport. The items 
are for the Senegalese contingent of the Inter-Africun Peacekeeping Force. 


Coming from Doula, Cameroon, the aircraft, which was chartered by the French 
Ministry of Cooperation, left immediately for Garoua, in northern Cameroon. 


Supervising the unloading exercise was Colonel Lavabre, military attache 

to the French charge d'affaires in Chad, now based in Kousseri, Cameroon. 

He later presented the consignment composed of in particular several dozen 
cases of ammunition and hand grenades to Lt Col Thierno Ndiaye, who had just 
arrived in Ndjarena with a first unit of 150 Senegalese troops. 


The Hemet explorer aircraft landed in Ndjamena for the first time 1 week ago. 
Reliable sources say Chadian authorities wanted the plane to carry out 
transport missions between the capital and the east of the country. 


The same sources indicate that the three Frenchmen, members of the DC-3 crew, 
refused to carry out such missions in view of the insecurity prevailing in 
the east of the country. 


It will be recalled that a DC-3 of the same company was shot down this year 
over Mozambique by a surface-to-air missile that had been mistakingly fired 
by the Mozambique army. All passetigers and the crew members perished.

SPAIN ENCOURAGING COOPERATION OF OTHER WESTERN POWERS

[Excerpts] Equatorial Guinea is again in the headlines following the discovery of 
"large" oil fields off the coast of Rio Muni where the Spanish company GEPSA 
{Guinean-Spanish Petroleum Company] is operating and where other foreign oil compa- 
nies are rushing to request from President Teodoro Obiang Nguema licenses for 
prospection and exploitation. Even now there is talk of Equatorial Guinea becoming 
a member of the African club of oil producing countries following on the footsteps 
of neighboring Nigeria, Cameroon and Gabon. 


A Tense Political Situation 


Two years after the fall of the bloodthirsty tyrant Macias Nguema and after a 
reversal of alliances which led the new regime to call for the departure of the 
Soviets and to reopen Rio Muni and the island of Fernando Poo to the Spaniards and 
to other countries of the European Community, the social and political situation 
remains very tense with ethnic rivalries, fear and corruption thriving and with the 
refusal of members of the opposition to the former dictator to go back to their 
country. 


It is difficult to put an ideological label on the new regime. The president 
continues to be surrounded by a Praetorian Guard of 300 Moroccans who are fast 
losing the support of the local army. His opponents are not too far wrong in 
saying that President Obiang allows himself to be manipulated by the military and 
by his tribe which, unfortunately, is the same as that of the despised former 
President Macias Nguema. The example more often mentioned to illustrate this is 
Obama Nsue Mangue, currently ambassador to Gabon. A summary of his career should 
have provided enough grounds to shoot him after merely establishing his identity. 
In July 1970, he was a member of the "Youth Marching with Macias" delegation to 

the Youth World Congress in New York and became notorious for the many rapes 
committed within his delegation. In 1975, when Nsue Micha was reassigned from 

the Secretariat of State for Security to the Directorate General of the Ministry of 
Justice, Obama Nsue was put in charge of national security as head of internal 
policy (B. Ochaga held that post shortly before he was assassinated) and as head of 
the PUNT [Workers' National Single Party] in Fernando Poo. He was as important in 
the civilian sphere as T. Nguema Mbasogo was in the military sphere. 
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In December 1976, during the affair of the high-ranking officials, Obama Nsue 

gained notoriety by killing many cadres arrested on orders from Teodoro Nguema 
Mbasogo, including Nsue Micha and Minister of People's Education Ochaga Ngomo who 

was also the permanent secretary of the PUNT. Obama Nsue Mangue, who always carried 
a stick, was nicknamed "mbato" (stick) in the country's local dialect. To be pointed 
out by "mbato' meant a death sentence. Obama Nsue was one of the chief torturers 

of the Macias Nguema regime. 


Equatorial Guinean workers in Libreville are so afraid of meeting Obama and being 
subjected to who knows what kind of persecution that they do not even dare go to 
their embassy to comply with administrative formalities. 


And what about Alejandro Evuna who was appointed to the post of ambassador to 
Madrid by President Obiang and had to be recalled in June 1981 after a scandal over 
hashish trafficking in which his wife was directly involved? 


Two years ago, the people of Malabo trought that the nightmare of violence and 
abuses had come to an end but they are again shutting themselves up in their 

houses to defend their children and their property from those who should be protect- 
ing them. 


The April Plot 


The affair of the plot and the new repression, entirely fabricated by the govern- 
ment, have contributed to deteriorate the atmosphere. More than 150 people were 
arrested between 7 and 15 April. They were suspected of attempting to overthrow 
Colonel Obiang's regime. The "plot" was officially denounced on television by the 
head of state himself on 22 April. President Obiang thus wanted to justify in the 
eyes of world opinion his decision to throw many of his opponents into military 
confinement. But faced with the unexpected repercussions created by this wave of 
arrests and urged by his entourage to improve the public image of Equatorial Guinea, 
Colonel Obiang ordered shortly afterwards the release of most of those who had 
been imprisoned. Finally, he announced that there was going to be a public trial 
for the "plotters" who were still in prison and that this trial would be open to 
foreign journalists and jurists. 


But while the hearings were actually open to the public, no foreign journalists 
or observers were invited to attend. The national press never mentioned the 
proceedings or the verdict passed by the military tribunal. 


Also, no official explanation was given about the underlying causes of the "plot" 
against Colonel Obiang. We only know that after living in exile in Europe for 
several years, Moises Mba had gone back to Equatorial Guinea a few months ago 

and started "bribing" Equatorial Guinean officers and civil servants, apparently 
hoping to win their support in a future confrontation between the opposition and 
the current Malabo administration. Yet, observers based in the Equatorial 
Guinean capital are amazed that Mba, whose activities were well known, should 
have been able to leave the country "with complete impunity" shortly before the 
April wave of arrests. 








Was this important man, after all, nothing but a pawmin a big show intended to 
remove dangerous enemies of the government? Or was there really a plot? Many 
questions remain unanswered after the mysterious trial in Malabo. 


Colonel Obiang himself had to admit that, contrarily to what was reported in the 
international press, there had been no attempted coup. In fact, it was all an 
excuse used by the president to arrest several leaders who were too corrupt, because 
they belong to rival tribes. Back to prison went not only former opponents of the 
dictatorship but also men of the former regime accused of being involved in 

economic and political irregularities. 


On 13 June, in Malabo, an Equatorial Guinean military tribunal passed one death 
sentence and several sentences of prison terms against the "April plotters" accused 
of attempting to overthrow the regime of Col Teodoro Obiang Nguema. A soldier, who 
was found guilty of being the intermediary in the distribution of funds to bribe 
members of the army and a number of civil servants in Equatorial Guinea, was 
sentenced to death and executed shortly after the sentence was passed. 


Thirty other defendants, including Pedro Econg Andeme and Angel Masie Ntutumu, 
respectively minister of health and minister of interior in the government of 

the former dictator, Macias Nguema, were released. Others were severely beaten by 
the soldiers who are the same as before, while others were able to get out of the 
country. 


The horrifying executions carried out on orders from Macias Nguema over a 10 year 
period, had left the opposition inside the country leaderless. It is estimated 
that 100,000 people fell victims of the repression. 


Abroad, three political movements remain: a movement said to be "Marxist-Leninist" 
and based in Geneva, a socialist movement in Spain and a liberal nationalist 
movement in Nigeria. 


A formerly Prosperous Colony 


All in all, 150,000 Guineans are living abroad out of a population of 300,000 
people. Yet it cannot be said that Spain had neglected its colony. All the urban 
and social infrastructures which can still be found in the islands or in the 
mainland were built during the Spanish period. Bata--now regrettably famous for 
the atrocities committed by Macias against the political prisoners held in his 
"model prison''--still retains the exotic appearance of an old capital city with its 
cathedral, its handsome school and administrative buildings, its well designed 
streets with attractive gardens. The only new building was the Panafrica Hotel 

‘lt in 1970. It is now in dilapidated condition and the same applies to the 
presidential palace built for the dictator by the Societe Francaise de Dragages 
[French Dredging Company] also commissioned to carry out the port expansion 
project. 


The pier in Bata can accommodate four 20,000-ton ships. Two other French firms, 
Chantiers de Bretagne and Alsthom, built a pumping station and storage tanks for 
hydrocarbons near the harbor. 
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The Bata Prison was called "the university" by the townspeople because so many 
intellectuals and administrative cadres were assassinated behind its walls which in 
the past had held many nationalists imprisoned by the Spaniards. Ina frightening 
report on Equatorial Guinea, a Swiss UNESCO expert tells us that "this was the 
prison where an attempted coup had taken place in June 1974 and where most of the 
country's higher cadres were held in 1976 and some of them were killed at the time 
of the affair of the high-ranking officials."' Many people were murdered in that 
prison on orders from its director, Salvador Ela Nseng, and his deputy, Francisco 
Edu. Lfogo Bokoi replaced Ela Nseng as director of the Bata Prison. He was 
executed in Santa Isabel along with Macias Nguema on 29 September 1979. Before 
being transferred to Santa Isabel, Macias Nguema was "housed" in the model Bata 
Prison for several days. 


In 1978, the city had a population of some 15,000 inhabitants. After the coup of 

3 August 1979 Bata was an empty city and people likened it to an African Phnom 
Penh. Florencio Maye Ela, the military governor of Bata, is the man who led the 
operation against Macias Nguema's pockets of resistance to make him stand trial 

for "crimes against mankind."’ When Maye Ela, nephew of Macias Nguema and commander 
of the Navy, was promoted to the post of first vice president of the republic 
alongside with his cousin Teodoro Nguema Mbasogo, Jose Moro Mba, former head of the 
Youth Marching with Macias Movement in Rio Muni, became the military commander of 
the Bata garrison. 


Malabo (formerly Sanra Isabel), the capital of the Republic, still has a Mediterra- 
nean kind of charm. It is a city sprawling around a bay created by submerged 
craters and crowned by volcanoes covered with green vegetation, among which stands 
the Santa Isabel Peak thrusting into the equatorial skies to a height of 3,008 
meters. One understands why Stanley called the island of Fernando Poo the "Pearl 
of the Gulf of Biafra."" The city's creole population, which suffered severe 
hardships under the tyranny of Macias, is basically peaceful and friendly. There 
one finds an ethnic cocktail of Sierra Leoneans, Ibos from Nigeria, Fangs from 
Gabon, Bubis from Rio Muni, Fanys, descendants of former slaves and of Cuban 
deportees, and, naturally, the N'Tumus who represent the predominant tribe. In 
the capital, the Spaniards built an international airport, a sports arena, an 
episcopal palace, a governor house, several hotels (all of which went out of 
business after independence) and four movie houses. 


Spanish Recolonization 


But this charming picture of architecture and colors representing Malabo has become 
very faded. One only has to walk through the city to be seized by a feeling of 
distress. The faces of the inhabitants display evasive, impenetrable and totally 
indifferent looks. The Whites from West European countries who came after the 
regime changed to prevent this island from totally falling prey to hunger and 
despair remain within their own circle and are bored to death. The Spaniards, 
usually so cheerful and friendly, ignore the other foreigners and are living in 
seclusion inside an absurd ghetto as the Soviets did when Macias was in power. 
Italian cameramen have told me that the Spanish Embassy is as inaccessible as the 
Soviet Embassy. 
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Yet the Spaniards have truly recolonized Guinea. Is it not a fact that on the 
occasion of King Juan Carlos' visit President Obiang said that "the future of 
Guinea has no meaning without Spain?" Indeed, money, drugs, food supplies, advisers, 
teachers, journalists of the Efe news agency, pilots and transportation to Europe, 
almost everything again passes through the umbilical cord once more connected to 
Madrid. But the results are disappointing; few Third World countries present such 
an unchanging and crushing picture of ineffectual independence. 


Every key sector of the economy remains half paralyzed: agriculture, timber 
industry, commerce, communications, water, electricel and medical facilities and 
the fishing industry on which Macias had imposed a ban under threat of death (while 
all the fish was looted by the Russians). 


The country has failed to come out of the dark pit where it was plunged by the 
Russian dictatorship and greed. As a matter of fact, the Soviets hesitate to 
leave. Ambassador Krasnikov remains in contact with Equatorial Guinean civil 
servants who had been granted scholarships to study in the USSR. 


The cocoa plantations which in the past were the wealth and pride of the Spanish 
colony--a colony considered to be a model of emancipation--are producing now one- 
eighth of what they used to produce in 1969 (7,000 tons a year intead of 50,000 
tons). But the important thing now is to realize that the return of the Spaniards 
has been instrumental in the serious deterioration of moral standards among the 
native population. In 2 years they have fallen into the temptation of drugs, 
cigarettes, pornography and alcohol. The corruption, kept in check under Macias 
who was not about to share with anyone either riches or power, is now widespread 
in the country as it is in Nigeria and Zaire. 


Spanish financial aid--initially provided indiscriminately and intended to capture 
the market--was used by the people to purchase cars, to get drunk and to prostitute 
themselves. Now Madrid realizes the moral burden of its responsibilities and is 
said to have asked the United Nations to send Spanish judges to Equatorial Guinea 
to curtail the most serious crimes of corruption. But this request cannot be met 
because there is no Law enforcement authority to carry out the sentences that these 
judges would have pronounced. 


Spain also realizes that it will not be able to solve, by itself, the economic 
crisis and all the problems of underdevelopment facing the country, and it is 
trying to rally the assistance of other European governments and voluntary 
services overseas in spite of the fact that the local currency, the ekele with an 
exchange rate of two for one peseta, is practically a nonconvertible currency and, 
therefore, discourages potential foreign investors. 


The best efforts on the part of experts from the World Bank, the IMF and the EEC 
have been ineffective as a result of the apathy shown by the local authorities 
and by the population, while the current rivalry between Spain and France has 
mad2 it impossible so far to coordinate the financial aid. 


After the fall of Macias Nguema, Madrid tried to corner all technical and financial 


contracts in every sphere of activity but more often than not it did not follow 
up its initiatives. 
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France, for its part, has tried to keep its distance from all potential competitors 
and to cut the ground from under Spain's feet particularly in the matter of off- 
shore oil concessions where Ispanoil [Spanish Vil Company] and ELF-Aquitaine 
{Gasoline and Lubricants Company of France] have conflicting interests. Paris has 
also attempted to entice Malabo away from the peseta and into the sphere of the 

CFA franc which is a convertible currency. This would suddenly open the economic 
doors of central west Africa to France. 


Madrid thus realizes that it made a mistake when it refused to allow other 
potential European partners to participate in the reconstruction of the country 
and now Spain is said to be willing to accept any kind of cooperation, to welcome 
members of the voluntary services overseas, to see new enterprises being set up 
and to have finally abandoned the idea of establishing an administration closely 
resembling a colonial administration.

EPLF COMMUNIQUE REPORT VICTORIES--A dergue force which moved from the (Zagir) area 

to penetrate our defense lines in the (Semenawi Bahr), was attacked by Eritrean 
Peoples Liberation Front [EPLF] fighters and our people's militia and forced to re- 
treat.

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BONGO SEEN DIVERSIFYING COOPERATION BESIDES FRANCE

WHILE PRESIDENT BONGO of Gabon 
denies suggestions that relations with 
France are at a low ebb. he has set off on a 
European tour to Italy, Luxembourg and 
Belgium saying that he wants to diversify 
Gabon’s trade. This follows announce- 
ments by the President that he intends to 
increase Gabon’s participation in the equi- 
ty of three large French mineral companies 
in Gabon. 

France accounted for some 60 per cent 
of Gabon’s imports in 1980 and an esti- 
mated 24 per cent of Gabon’s exports. 
More significant, though. is the size of the 
French stake in the most important sectors 
of Gabon’s economy. President Bongo said 
recently that he planned to raise Gabon's 


participation in three French-controlled— 


companies from the present 10 per cent to 
around 25 to 30 per cent. The companies 


involved are Elf-Gabon. a subsidiary of the 
Elf-Aquitaine group: the Compagne 
Miniére de | Ogoue, (COMOLIG) jointly 
owned by US Steel and the French govern- 
ment; and, the Compagnie des Mines 
d’Uranium de Franceville (COMUF) 
which is controlled by the French Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The mining and petroleum sector of the 
Gabonese economy accounts for some 50 
per cent of GDP. However. a closer look 
at the role of some of the companies 
selected by the President for greater 
Gabonese participation indicates the ex- 
traordinarily important part they play in 
the economy. 

Petroleum production is dominated by 
Elf-Gabon, which operates the Mandjji 
field. In 1979 that field produced 8.319.000 
tonnes of a total of 9,799,000 tonnes. 


Production has declined, but recent dis- 
coveries mean that output is likely to 
remain at between five and six million 
tonnes over the next 15 years, according to 
some of the most recent estimates. In 1979, 
71.5 per cent of exports consisted of oil. 

Uranium and manganese each 
accounied for 7.6 per cent of exports. in 
1979 COMUF produced 1,100 tonnes of 
uranium from the Mounana mines out of 
the total of 1,252 tonnes. COMILOG saw 
its manganese exports recover from 1.7m. 
tonnes in 1978 to 2.3m. tonnes in 1979. 
COMILOG, which controls managanes 
production, was in the happy position of 
seeing output increase by a further nine per 
cent in the first six months of 1980. These 
three companies alone represent at least 90 
per cent of French industrial assets in 
Gabon. 


As far as the financial management of 


the economy is concerned. there have been 
improvements recently, due. to a large 
extent, to a stiff dose of IMF-prescribed 
austerity. The foreign debt has been re- 
duced from 50 per cent of exports in 1978 
to 28 per cent. estimated at about $950m. 
The 1980 trade balance showed a surplus of 
$1,300m., an increase which can be attri- 
buted to the rise in price of a barrel of oil. 
which the Gabonese set last year at a $39 
posted price. (No doubt this has been 
modified in recent months). 

The improvement in the economy's per- 
formance has given the President a little’ 
more room for manoeuvre. However. 
there is no doubting tnat the relations once 
enjoyed with the former French Head of 
State, Giscard d’Estaing, are a thing of the 
past. The new French approach of making 
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relations “state to state” as opposed to the 
Giscardian policy of close personal rela- 
tions with certain African leaders — 
among them Bongo — has led the 
Gabonese President to express publicly his 
regret. 

The apparent antipathy of the French 
Socialists towards the Central African reg- 
imes of Mobutu, Bongo and the recently 
overturned government of David Dacko in 
Bangui, also forced President Bongo to 
reconsider his assumption that he would be 
able to rely on the French military pre- 
sence to rush to his defence in the event of 
any internal political crisis. 

The French press has caused him par- 
ticular anguish by suggesting that matrimo- 
nial harmony in Gabon’s first family had 
been somewhat besmirched by an alleged 
liaison between the President's wife 
and a painter, M. Robert Luong. whose 
recent disappearance in France is the 
object of legal investigations. Previous 
governments might have stepped in to 
prevent publication, but the socialists in 
France have taken no action at all. 

Such are the factors which might contri- 
bute to a fit of Presidential anti-French 
pique. Though the President will have to 
work hard on proving that Gabon is not a 
French commercial hunting ground, there 
has been evidence in recent months of 
increased contact with other potential com- 
mercial partners. Some major projects are 
in the offing. and it is widely believed that 
the President will encourage non-French 
investors. 

The new airport at Libreville may well 
go to British companies which have had a 
good track record in francophone Africa. 
Taylor Woodrow and Wimpey are ex- 
pected to be retained for the construction 
of the second phase of the Trans-Gabon 
Railway which links the capital to the 
mining area in Franceville. A new harbour 
for Libreville is to be constructed by US 
companies according to reports. A Britisn 
business delegation ts currently in Gabon, 
led by the Duke of Kent. In September. 
Mr. Richard Luce, a Minister of State at 
the Foreign Office, visited Gabon. [tis in 
this context that the President's vist to 
Luxembourg. Italy and Belgium should be 
seen, ;

SOCIAL BENEFITS BILL ADOPTED--Libreville, 23 Nov (AFP)--The Gabonese Ministerial 
Council met on Saturday under the chairmanship of President Omar Bongo and adopted 
various social measures which will cost the National Social Security Fund 1.5 
billion CFA francs in 1982. Family allocations thus increase from 2,000 to 3,000 
CFA francs per child a month as of 1 January 1982, while a new monthly allocation 
of 10,000 CFA francs at the beginning of the academic year per child in primary or 
secondary school in 1982 is created. In the same way, the ceiling of the old age 
allowance is raised from 200,000 CFA francs to 300,000 per month. On the other ~ 
hand, a commission made up of several ministerial departments has been charged 
with the responsibility of preparing a general report on the provincial council 
meetings held in the nine provinces of Gabon between June and November this year. 
This report is to be submitted to the government before the end of the year. The 
themes discussed by these councils are population and development, the participation 
of these localities in the process of self-sufficiency in food production, health 
education within the framework of health for all in the year 2000, cooperative 
movement and rural development, the party's national mutual held fund, etc.

[Interview with Gambian President Dawda Jawara by LE SOLEIL special envoy Lucien 
Sammy Chaupin in Banjul--date not given] 


[Text] [Question] Mr President, a document on the agreement for the establishment 
of the Senegambian Confederation was signed during President Abdou Diouf's official 
visit to Gambia. What does this agreement mean to the Gambian head of state as 
well as the Gambian people? 


[Answer] This agreement is historical. It is very important for our two people 

and denotes the willingness of our two peoples to achieve Senegambia. The Gambian 
people want the union. They have proven this to me during the 30 meetings held 
throughout the country. I must go to Dakar within the next few weeks at the 
invitation of President Abdou Diouf. During this visit, we will go beyond the 

joint communique to sign the agreement itself on the constitution of the 

Senegambian Confederation. Senegal and Gambia have also wished for this union, 

even before independence, as evidenced by the numerous accords signed between our 
two countries. All these agreements--among which we count the executive secretariat 
of the Senegal-Gambia Committee--have helped to outline the confederation. 


[Question] What do you expect from this union? 


[Answer] The strengthening of our countries’ resources. It is obvious that 
together, we can do more and better. 


[Question] Which are the sectors that you hope to join together? 


[Answer] In the first place, we have decided to integrate our armed forces and 
the security services in order to forestall any destabilization attempt in the 
region. The other sectors will be discussed later on. They will then be 
implemented by agreements. These will include commerce, fishing industry, finance 
and rural development. We will discuss all these in the interest of our two 
countries. 


[Question] Don't you fear the opposition of those whose p2rsonal interests and 
privileges are threatened by the formation of the Seregambian Confederation? 
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[Answer] We shall try to take care of each and everyone but we will never do so 
at the expense of public interest. Once the confederation has been established, 
everyone will be obliged to respect it wholly--its framework, spirit and content. 


[Question] There has always been the fear that the language barrier might make 
the union difficult to realize. What is your opinion on this problem? 


[Answer] The language problem does not concern only our two countries. Unfor- 
tunately, it is a problem facing the whole of Africa which has been divided by the 
colonialists. Our desire will enable us to overcome this obstacle. I am an 
apostle of bilingualism. There is a better way. And that is our good fortune. 
Our common national languages will serve as a very useful vehicle: the proof of 
this is that President Abdou Diouf expressed himself in Wolof throughout his 
official visit here and he was perfectly understood by all the Gambians. 


[Question] Why did you have to wait so long before achieving the Senegambian 
Confederation? 


[Answer] Come on, Mr Chaupin. Administering a country and defending the interests 
of a people demand some constraints. We decided to proceed step by step in order 
to be able to build a solid union. Today, this procedure has yielded its fruits. 
Gambians and Senegalese have wholeheartedly accepted the idea of confederation 
which they know is of absolute necessity because of the results of our multiple 
agreements. Senegambia has come to stay. 


[Question] What about the currency? 
[Answer] The problem will be studied and the best solution found to it. 


[Question] Do you find it necessa1~ to ask the consent of the two peoples to the 
confederation through a referendum? 


[Answer] To me, a referendum is not necessary since each of the two states retains 
its national sovereignty. Voting in the two national assemblies is enough to 
decide on the formation of the Senegambian Confederation. 


[Question] How have Great Britain and the Commonwealth accepted the idea of the 
confederation? 


{Answer] They cannot object to it. We have the right to understand one another 

and to unite. It is also worth noting that the confederation does not in any way 
compromise the agreements existing between us and Great Britain and the Common- 
wealth. We have every right to undertake the union between Senegal and Gambia. 


[Question] Mr President, we are going to have a look at Gambia's recent past 
and talk about the coup attempt by Kukli and his group. Was there really any 
foreign hand in the attempt, as you earlier said? 


[Answer] There was a foreign power behind all that; we had traces of it. 


However, I cannot say which power it is. The trials which will start soon will 
probably enlighten us more on it. 
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[Question] To what do you attribute these events? 


[Answer] Simply to the ambition of those whom the people do not want and who 
wanted to seize power through the use of force. The people--the good ones-- 
remained with us. You saw it through the different meetings. Some opposition 
parties were grossly involved in this affair. This concerns the movement for 
justice in Africa aud the (?National People's Congress) particularly. 


[Question] Gambia has appointed foreign judges to try the culprits in the July 
1981 disturbances. Why did you not call on the Gambian judiciary? 


[Answer] We are a small country. And we do not want people to say that the 
judgement and the verdict have been dictated by the authorities of the country. 
There is also the great number of the culprits to be tried. There are about 

1,000 people. The trial may last several months because we don't have sufficient 
judges. The sentences will be pronounced only according to the seriousness of the 
offenses. 1 assure you of this. 


[Question] How far have you gone with the negotiations with Guinea-Bissau for the 
extradition of Kukli Samba Sanyang and his friends? Do you think that you will 
be able to try these people in front of the Gambian people some day? 


[Answer] The negotiations are still going on. I am not discouraged about the 
chances of some day handing Kukli to my country's judiciary to throw light on 
the bloody events that have bereaved Gambia. Believe me, the whole subregion is 
concerned. Without Kukli, all that will be done will smack of incompleteness. 


[Question] Has Gambia completely recovered from the effects of the July 1981 
events? 


[Answer] Mostly. We are sincerely grateful to all those who helped us. Presently, 


all our attention is focused on the future. 
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REASONS FOR FAILURE OF COUP OFFERED

THREE MONTHS have now elapsed 
since The Gambia was convulsed by a 
week-long insurrection. At the time a 
number of conflicting interpretations of the 
event were offered: radicals saw the coup 
as an undisputed attempt to bring about 
the revolutionary transformation of Gam- 
bian society under the leadership of a 
Marxist vanguard; the Gambian govern- 
ment wavered between seeing the coup as 
an externally-directed attempt to destabil- 
ise a pro-Western. regime, involving 
perhaps Libya and the Soviet Union, and 
nothing more than banditry posing as 
social revolution — the so-called “taxi 
dnvers’ coup"’; other commentators also 
drew attention to likely foreign backers for 
the coup. 

A full description of the insurrection 
must await the tnals of a number of 
persons charged with taking part in it; but 
in the meantime it is possible to provide a 
more detailed account of what took place 
in The Gambia on July 30 and the follow- 
ing seven days and to speculate about the 
ongins and intentions of the conspirators. 
_ The coup differed markedly from other 
illegal seizures of power in black Africa in 


that it was not a purely military affair. 
Admittedly, at least half the para-military 
Field Force participated in the uprising and 
three of these belonged to the self-styled 
Supreme Council of the Revolution set up 
by the plotters, but the majority of the 
conspirators, and their leader — Kukoi 
Samba Sanyang — were civilians. 
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Unruly behaviour 
of Civilians 


The civilian element in the coup became 
more pronounced once the plotters had 
seized control of the Field Force armoury 
on the morning of the coup. Now, in 
addition to mutinous policemen, hundreds 
of civilians, including released convicts, 
were given sophisticated fire-arms, ostens- 
ibly to enforce the revolution and confront 
Senegalese forces rallying to the support of 
the remaining loyalists and the temporarily 
deposed head of state, Sir Dawda Jawara. 
This unusual, large-scale civil involvement 
altered the character of the insurrection 
and profoundly affected its chances of 
success. A relatively disciplined seizure of 
power now turned into mob rule, with 
most supporters of the coup turning their 
attention to drinking, robbery, looting and 
the settling of old scores, rather than to 
ushering in the socialist millenium. 

Despite attempts to prevent looting. the 
coup leaders rapidly lost overall control of 
the uprising and, not only did they fail to 
put up prolonged resistance to the Sene- 
galese forces which advanced by land, sea 
and air within 48 hours, they could not 
even storm the Central Police Station in 
Banjul, where Inspector General A. 
M’Boob and 16 loyalist companions (later 
strengthened by 23 men from the Farfenni 
Field camp who managed to make their 
way to Banjul), held off the rebels and 
shielded senior members of the govern- 





ment who had sought sanctuary there. 

The failure to take the Central Police 
Station was a major blunder for it con- 
vinced President Jawara and his ally, Presi- 
dent Abdou Diout of Senegal, that .esist- 
cnee was possible and the 1965 defence 
trcaty could be invoked once again. It 
would appear that the nearby Amencan 
Embassy, within the defence cordon estab- 
lished by the loyalists, provided radio links 
with Dakar for the loyalists. 

This was only one of several mistakes 
made by the rebel leaders. The first, 
apparently, was the bringing forward by 
two days of the launching of the coup. The 
intention had been to seize the President, 
members cf his government and senior 
civil servants and policemen, at Yundum 
Airport on the former's return home from 
Engla.d. Fears of a breach tn their security 


led the plotters to strike too soon, with the 
result that President Jawara escaped cap- 
ture and was able to return to Senegal to 
Organise resistance to the insurgents. 

Other major errors by the plotters in- 
cluded the decision to release convicts — 
initially, the intention had been to release 
only Mustapha Danso, the murderer of the 
Deputy Commander of the Field Force in 
October last year. But all pnsoners were 
released instead and many of these took up 
arms against the civilian population not the 
government, thereby discrediting the coup 
leaders in the eyes of many of the public, 
and ensuring a welcome for the Senegalese 
army. 


Radical rhetoric 
loses support 


The ostentatious use of Marxist-Leninist 
rhetoric in their broadcasts over the cap- 
tured government radio station also proved 
counter-productive. It failed to evoke sup- 
port from radical countries applied to — 
Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, and the Soviet 
Union — while it mystified or fnghtened 
an essentially conservative and Islamic 
public. Even worse, it convinced the Sene- 
galese government of the need to support 
the temporarily deposed Gambian Presi- 
dent, lest his country become a base for 
subversion against its neighbour. Likewise 
the taking of Gambian and Senegalese 
hostages produced the opposite effect to 
that intended 
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Such blunders show up the rebel leaders 
as nothing more than amateur revolu- 
tionaries with no credible qualifications to 
replace the PPP administration, no matter 
how unpopular the latter may have be- 
come. While repeating a generalised Marx- 
ist-inspired critique of the government, the 
rebels failed to take effective steps to 
replace it. Instead, rebels fought each 
other, hurried away to loot stores and 
homes and comimandeer private cars. Both 
military advantage and political goals were 
sacrificed to more immediate attempts at 
economic redistribution. 


In the meantime, the Senegalese com- 
menced their attack on rebel positions by 
land from Cassamance, Kaolack and Tam- 
bacounda; by air on Yundum Airport; and 
by sea at Bijilo to the rear of the rebel 
positions. It is possible that the Senegalese 
initially did not take the military threat 
senously enough; casualties among the 
first wave of paratroops are reported to 
have been high. Certainly Senegalese los- 
ses were much higher than were officially 
admitted, as testified by th- gift of 
$1,000,000 to Senegalese casuaities by the 
Gambian President. 


Heavy human 
losses 


Equally there is truth in the Senegalese 
claim that the insurrection could have been 
ended much quicker but for a concern to 
minimise suffering, prevent material dam- 
age and ensure the safety of hostages. In 
the event damage to buildings was remark- 
ably light, the looters caused most of the 
estimated £10,000,000 worth of damage to 
commercial property. Human losses were 
tragically heavy, which again singles out 
the Gambian coup from most other coups 
in Africa. No real tally of the deaths exist 
but they must be far higher than official 
estimates. 

Possibly 500 people died in the Banjul 
area alone and given the widespread shoot- 
ings within the rebel-held townships on the 
outskirts of the capital, and the stiff fight- 
ing at Yundum and along the road from 
Brikama to Serrekunda, and at Bijilo, 
overall deaths of up to 2,000 do not seem 
unreasonable. 


Who were these individuals and groups 
that brought about such unexpected and 
unwelcome violence to such a peaceful 
country as The Gambia? The twelve-man 
revolutionary directorate were all un- 
knowns, men of little or no education and 
limited experience. 

Their leader, Kukoi Samba Sanyang, is a 
shadowy, peripatetic figure who myster- 
iously appears and disappears over the past 
decade. An academic dropout, failed priest 
and one-time political candidate for the 
opposition National Convention Party, he 
appears to have adopted increasingly mili- 
tant political views and to have joined a 
small underground political movement, the 
Gambia Underground Revolutionary 
Socialist Labour Party, some time in the 
early summer. He and others apparently 
subscribed to vulgarised Marxist notions of 
revolutionary change, ideas which gave a 
circulation among youthful elements in the 
Banjul area. The GURSLP, together with 
another radical organisation, the Move- 
ment for Justice in Africa (MOJA) — 
which claimed affinities with its Liberian 
namesake — were banned in October, 
1980, on the grounds of being involved in 
seditious activities, possibly in association 
with members of the Libyan Embassy in 
Banjul. Such grouplets sought to give 

weestion to generalised political and eco- 
nomic grievances among the urban popu- 
lance, being particularly critical of moral 


and practical shortcomings on the part of 
the Jawara administration. 

Members of MOJA undoubtedly lent 
their support to the plotters though they 
probably only joined the coup at a later 
stage. The leader of the GURSLP, ‘Pengu’ 
George, was shot dead by the rebels 
themselves, either because he was found 
looting or because he was untrustworthy. 
This a telling comment about the revolu- 
tionary credentials of the coup leadership. 

Other coup leaders were drawn from 
lumpen-proletariat circles in the Banjul 
suburbs; three were Field Force men of 
low rank; another was a taxi driver; and 
one was a drug peddler: not, prmafacie 
the most promising of revolutionary mate- 
nal. 

Apart from this unimpressive group of 
men, there is growing suspicion that mem- 
bers of the legal opposition were also privy 
to the plot or else joined in the coup. Both 
the NCP leader, Sherif Dibba, and the 
leader of another political organisation, 
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Pap Cheyassin Secka of the National Li- 
beration Party, are in detention, charged 
with aiding the rebels. Kukoi Sanyang is 
reported to have visited Dibba’s house on 
several occasions during the coup and 
Secka is alleged to have had a hand in 
writing the rebel speeches. Their complic- 
ity in the plot remains to be firmly estab- 
lished, but numerous armed men, wearing 
white headbands, the colour -of the NCP, 
were seen roaming the streets of Banjul 
during the uprising. It is conceivable that 
ele ents of the opposition party were 
involved in the conspiracy: certainly the 





tone of NCP speeches had become in- 
creasingly militant in recent months. 

The overwhelming number of rebel 
activists were from the Banjul area and the 
Western Division. Discontented youths 
formed an important element among the 
revels, these combined generation and 
economic gnevances against the status 
quo. Sunport for the coup had an ethic 
element as well. Several of the members of 
the SCR were Jola, as was Sanyang, and 
the Jola community in the Fonis and the 
Kombos seems to have welcomed the 
coup. As the most deprived ethnic group in 
The Gambia the Jola may have more 
readily identified with the coup. Support 
also came from Baddibu Mandinka living 
in the Bakau area, though there were no 
disturbances reported from the North 
Bank Division itself. Gambians of Guinea- 
Bissau extraction, the Manjagos, may also 
have played some part in the plot and a 
number of them were detained after the 
coup. Apart from these groups, the pro- 
vinces remained calm and only a few dozen 
of the 914 detainees held after the rebellion 
collapsed came from outside of the West- 
ern Division and Banjul area. 


No evidence of 
Soviet help 


External support for the coup is more 
difficult to define. The Russian weapons 
found on the rebels were from the police 
armoury and, Marxist rhetoric apart, no 
conclusive evidence of Soviet involvement 


has yet been produced. Likewise, the 
authorities have still to present proof of 
direct Libyan participation in the coup. 
While the government of Guinea-Bissau 
does not seem to have supported the 





rebellion, individuals of Guinea-Bissau ex- 
traction did participate. The most noto- 
rious was the dismissed Assistant Com- 
mander of Police. Boyang, who personally 
shot dead the Depot Commander at Bakau 
on the morning of the coup and then broke 
into the armoury. He was to die in the 
fighting. 

Undoubtedly, the most visible and etfec- 
tive outside intervention was that of Seneg- 
al for, without the assistance of Senegalese 
troops, the foyalist forces would surely 
have been overwhelmed and The Gambia 
subjected to an uncertain experiment in 
socialist reconstruction. If reports of rebel 
intentions are to be believed, little im- 
provement and possibly great calamity 
would have ensued. (The absence of dam- 
age to luxury homes along Pipeline Road 
in Fajara is attributed to the coup leaders’ 
intention to occupy them atter the revolu- 
tion was over.) More simister are reports of 
rebel documents containing death lists of 
prominent citizens and even a plan to move 
part of the population of Banjul to the 
provinces, in crude imitation of the Khmer 
Rouge in Kampuchea. I[f true, such left- 
wing adventurism could hardly be de- 
scnbed as an improvement on the govern- 
ment of the PPP, which, whatever its 
shortcomings, has never resorted to mur- 
der and state terror in pursuit of its 
objecties. 

In most cases it is demand that ts sought 
to be curbed. Given Ghana's high propen-

TODAY, the shocking events of late July 
seem like a half-forgotten nightmare to the 
people of The Gambia and there is an 
astonishing and encouraging air of normal- 
ity about the capital, Banjul. Even so, 
there is a natura! concern about the coun- 
try’s future and a sadness about the abrupt 
ending of its proud record of tolerance and 
stability. For his part, President Jawara has 
reiterated his personal commitment. to 
parliamentary government and there is 
every intention of holding the general 
elections next spring. The President has 
widely toured the country, and made a 
point of visiting such well-known centres of 
opposition as Bakau and Lower Baddibu, 
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sity to demand imported goods one major 
avenue of curtailing demand will probably 
be a revision of the general rate of ex- 
change — ie. a devaluation, which the IMF 
has always insisted on and which the 
Central Bank has fallen in love with but in 
which government refuses to see wisdom, 
for political reasons. The record of post- 
devaluation developments, politically, is 
not a pleasant one that any government 
wants to play with. 

But the CMB itself has confessed that it 
could hardly keep its feet at the current 
rates of exchange. 

Estimates have it that with the black 
market rate of exchange at almost C40 toa 
dollar, it would require a rate in excess of 
C10 to the dollar for the industry to make a 
break — even with a probable new produc- 
er price that is double the current price. 
The official rate of exchange now is €2.75 
to the dollar. : 

Naturally, at producer prices higher than 
€240, the rate of exchange will have to go 
up. This situation will, by no means, be 
for the cocoa industry only because other 
export items notably timber and minerals 
— the three major export earners — also 
require a revision in the rates of exchange 
at which their earnings are converted. 

In these circumstances, therefore, and 
bearing in mind that direct taxes are high 
already, it is possible that the President's 
promise of an ‘economic package’ could 
very weil be dominated by a devaluation, 
no matter how reluctantly. 


in order to seek reconciliation. Large-scale 
defections from the opposition NCP to the 
government are the result of this approach 
as much as of political prudence. One 
unanticipated consequence may be the 
absence of any effective opposition to the 
PPP in the next elections. Whatever hap- 
pens to its imprisoned leader, there is little 
prospect of the NCP mounting any real 
challenge to the government. Neither is 
any new party likely to be formed by then, 
while independent candidates have a poor 


record of winning. Instead, there is a real 
possibility of sitting NCP members of 
parliament crossing over to the PPP, or of 
the governing party winning all thirty-five 
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directly elected seats next year. This would 
mean a de facto One-party state and addi- 
tional pressure on President Jawara to 
legalise the situation by formally declaring 
his party the sole political movement. 

Yet the President is strongly in favour of 
a multi-party system and his international 
reputation owes much to his stance in this 
respect. To declare a one-party state would 
also threaten to conceal and possibly radi- 
calise existing opposition. In the past, and 
despite its overwhelming parliamentary 
Strength, the PPP has been consistently 
opposed by about one-third of the elector- 
ate; probably more if opposition voters in 
uncontested PPP constituencies are in- 
cluded. Lingering bitterness among urban 
youths must also be expected despite offi- 
cial attempts at reconciliation. It is elector- 
al success rather than an authoritarian 
back-lash on the part of the government in 
the wake of the coup which is the more 
likely to propel The Gambia towards one- 
party rule. 


But there are more pressing political 
problems to attend to. The first of these is 
restoring and improving the government's 
reputation among the public. A policy of 
reconciliation can only be part of this 
process: reform is also necessary. While 
most of the charges levelled against the 
President and the PPP by the rebels were 
downright inaccurate or exaggerations, 
their complaints about corruption and mis- 
management in party and government cir- 
cles have some substance and popular 
recognition. The President himself has 
been aware for some time of shortcomings 
on the part of his Cabinet colleagues and 
‘several ministers and civil servants have 
been dismissed peremptorily. Yet such 
action has fallen short of public expecta- 
tion. What is felt to be required is the 
criminal prosecution and punishment of 
corrupt ministers; otherwise they are left 
free to enjoy the benefits of their venality. 
A tough stance in this matter would greatly 
enhance President Jawara’s stature among 
the electorate, though it is recognised that 
this might cause consternation elsewhere. 

Another area requiring reform is the 
party itself. Over the years the PPP has 
tended to stagnate and grow complacent 
and “middle-aged”. with the result that 
young people have come to feel that their 
views are insufficiently heard within the 
upper echelons of the party, and their 
spokesmen under-represented in senior 
positions. Here again the President has 


made some concessions following the 1977 
party congress; itself the first full conven- 
tion held since independence. Women's 
needs have been recognised through a 
National Women’s Bureau and the inclu- 
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sion of several women on key bodies as 
well as a women’s programme within the 
development plan. A greater role for youth 
is also needed. The PPP has been re- 
vamping its youth wing and younger men 
have been promoted within the Cabinet 
and youths, together with women and 
trades unions, given a Voice in national 
economic planning. Unfortunately, the ex- 
pectations of young people outpace their 
qualifications and it has not been easy to 


find sufficiently well-educated and experi- 
enced people to take up senior appoint- 
ments in the party or government. 
While the long-term political security 
must rest with a politically content elector- 
ate, recent events have shown that even a 
tiny alienated element can almost bring the 
system to its knees. By itself, urban opposi- 
tion has only a limited capacity to threaten 
the government: it was its alliance with 
mutinous members of the security forces 
which enabled it almost to topple the 
administration. The purging and reform of 


the Field Force and police is one of the 
most pressing issues in The Gambia today. 
Under the aegis of some 800 Senegalese 
troops, measures are being taken to punish 
and discipline the several hundred police 
and para-military police who took up arms 
against the state, or else refused to defend 
it. The intention seems to be to convert the 
Field Force into a gendarmerie and to 
create a small army to be integrated into a 
Senegambian military force. This will have 
the immediate advantage of ensuring a 
permanent Senegalese commitment to The 
Gambia as well as dividing the security 
forces into two distinct bodies. The readi- 
ness with which the police renounced their 
oath of allegiance indicates a need to instill 
a greater sense of duty among them. The 
abortive coup revealed a mercenary and 
opportunistic streak among a great many 
policemen. Many witnesses reported 
seeing policemen in the van of the looters, 
shooting off locks to enable the latter to 
pillage stores. 

The future political tranquillity of The 
Gambia depends not only on a willingness 
to make political adjustments; it must also 
rest on effective economic action by the 
government. Though the rebels criticised 
the Jawara administration in this respect, 
more informed and experienced evaluators 
consider the government to be pursuing 
realistic and sensible policies with a correct 
emphasis on rural development. Human 
failings have not been confined to senior 
Officials; field workers and the farming 
community must also accept some of the 
responsibility for the failure to meet

It is far too early to write-off democracy 
in The Gambia or to anticipate the national 
demise of the country. Undoubtedly, it has 
passed through its most severe crisis to 
date, but there are encouraging prospects 
of recovery; even if the scars of rebellion 
will remain, the wounds themselves may 
yet be healed by such wise ministrations as 
the decision to have the more serious 
offenders among the 894 detainees tried by 
an impartial panel of judges drawn from 
Anglophone Commonwealth judges.

COMMENTATOR ON KAMOUGUE APPEAL TO EGYPT, SUDAN 
AB231148 Accra Domestic Service in English 1300 GMT 22 Nov 81 
[Commentary by David Anaglate] 


[Text] The fact that Vice President Kamougue made the appeal to Sudan and Egypt 
at this time shows that Chad's Government, or at least important members of that 
government, do not accept at its face value the assurances by President Numayri 
of Sudan that he would discourage Hissein Habre's men from further acts of rebel- 
lion. It will be recalled that President Numayri said soon after Chad President 
Goukouni Oueddei orderei Libyan troops out of his country that the Chad leader's 
action was a courageous one and for his part, he would restrain further rebellion 
by Hissein Habre who had been operating from the Sudanese side of the border since 
his defeat. It is now clear that for Numayri, giving such an assurance was one 
thing; backing it up with action was quite another; for, his protestations of good 
will notwithstanding, Hissein Habre's men [words indistinct] and captured three 
towns in eastern Chad since the Libyans started withdrawing. 


It would appear that what Sudan really wants is a foothold in Chad by obtaining 
for Habre an effective infiltration to that country's government. Indeed, Egypt 
and Sudan would prefer a Chad Government headed by Habre whom they helped during 
the civil war. For Egypt especially, that country isolated in the Middle East 
following her unpopular Camp David treaty with Israel, nothing is too much to 
attempt if it would lead to the acquisition of another friend in addition to only 
Sudan and Morocco. This explains, for example, Egypt's offer of arms to Sudan and 
Morocco in that country's war with the Polisario nationalists. 


Obviously, the pro-Habre acts of Sudan are not unknown to the Chad Government, 

hence its apparent refusal to accept troops from Sudan as part of the African peace- 
keeping force for, to allow Sudanese troops into Chad could have been to strengthen 
Habre's position and thus constitute a trojan horse, nay, a fifth column inside 

the country. 


While on this point, one expects that the OAU will clearly spell out its objective 
in Chad and instruct the countries sending troops there not to seek their own 
individual foreign policy goals in Chad. In short, the troops must pledge their 
loyalty to and be ready to fight to uphold the government led by President Oueddei. 
This is important, because there are many factions and tendencies within the Chad 
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Government--the principal protagonists being President Oueddei himself, the vice 
president and the foreign minister, Ahmat Acyl. The OAU operations to maintain 
peace in Chad would fail unless the participating countries resist the temptation 
of placing their troops behind this or that faction in the country. In this 
connection, one expects the peace-keeping force to move quickly to the eastern 
part of the country in order to pull down Hissein Habre's forces. 


Vice President Kamougue has said government troops are capable of doing this. 
If so, one wonders why the rebellion has been allowed to go as far as it has gone. 


Clearly, some help is required for the government troops and this should be the 
task of the African peace-keeping force.

"BOLD' LIMANN MEASURES WILL REVAMP COCOA SECTOR 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 12 Nov 81 p 15 


[(lext] Accra, November 11--Ghana's cocoa industry, the country's main export 
moneyspinner, is to be revamped following "bold measures" in the past two years 
to reactivate it, President Hilla Limann told Parliament here Tuesday. 


He said 300,000 litres of insecticide and 5,000 spraying machine units had 

already been imported this year, with a further 200,000 litres on order. In 
addition, West German loan facilities would be used to order a further two million 
litres of insecticide and 20,000 spraying units. 


The Cocoa Marketing Board's fleet of vehicles was being augmented to curtail the 
high incidence of smuggling overland, he said. The Government has placed orders 
for tractor-trailer units, trucks and pick-ups. 


Last Friday a new producer price of 360 cedis (130 dollars) for 30 kilos of beans 
was gazetted. But reports reaching here from the hinterland allege that 

Ivory Coast agents in Ghana are offering an illicit 400 cedis (145 dollars) 

cash inducement per bucketful of wet cocoa beans to farmers. 


President Limann voiced dissatisfaction with "the extremely high and rather 
parasitical overhead costs" incurred in running the cocoa industry. They 
adversely affected the producer price, he said. 


He had issued clear guidelines to the Board to cut down drastically its opera- 
tions in all ancillary and peripheral areas. A team of chartered accountants 
had been engaged to review the board's operations with a view to removing 
bottle necks and streamlining administration, Mr. Limann said. (AFP)

PALM OIL MILL--The ultra-modern C70m. palm oil mill at Adum-Banso estate of 

the Benso Oil Palm Plantation, Ltd. (BOPP) is expected to be commissioned in 
November. The project is a joint venture with Unilever/UAC International, 

the Ghana Government and Barclays Bank International as shareholders. 
Management expertise is being supplied by Unilever Plantation Group. Production 
will begin with a single press which can use 15 tons of palm fruit an hour with 
21 per cent of this coming out as edible oil. Agriculture Minister, Mr. Nelson 
Agbesi, who visited the project site last Thursday to see progress being made, 
was briefed by the estate manager, Mr. Francis Edmond. Mr. Fdmond said BOPP 
was established in 1976 to clear 24,710,520 hectares (10,000 acres) of forest 
and plant it with oil palm over six years. So far, 23,272,367 hectares 

(9,418 acres) had been planted during the past five years. Mr. Edmond added 
that 1,331 hectares of oil palm planted in 1977 and 1978 was being harvested 
this year and it was estimated it would yield 3,115 tons of fruit. The BOPP 
employs about 1,400 workers, including contract labour. About half of the 
workers are accommodated in two labour villages, built by the company.

DOE SAID TO 'STRIKE HARD AT ROOTS OF TROUBLE’ 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 17 Nov 81 ppl, 2 


[Text] Monrovia, November 14 --Eighteen months after seizing power in Liberia 
Head of State Samuel Doe has a double fight on his hands: to strengthen his 
still fragile regime and overcome an extremely worrying economic situation. 


The 29-year-old leader has weathered two serious political crises since toppling 
President William Tolbert in Liberia, independent since 1847, on April 13 last 
year. But an indication of lingering worries is the five-hour curfew that is 
still in force in Monrovia each night. 


Last June M- Doe--he has dropped his rank of Master Sergeant--foiled a plot 
against him and had 13 military personnel involved sentenced to death. Only 
two months later General Thomas Weh Syen, considered the second most powerful 
man in the Government, and four other members of the ruling People's Redemption 
Council, were accused of attempting a coup and shot. 


In order to strengthen his own authority the head of State does not hesitate 
to strike hard at the roots of trouble. During the last few weeks there has 
been a widespread purge against corruption which has not spared his own 
immediate circle. 


Thus on October 29 former Justice Minister Chea Cheapoo was arrested as he tried 
to flee across the border to Ivory Coast after a warrant had been issued against 
him for alleged illegal appropriation of property. 


Survival Budget 
Mr Cheapoo was uismissed a month earlier for "behaviour incompatible with the 
administration of justice" and imprisoned for allegedly building up a private 


arsenal, but released soon afterwards. 


Also on October 29 Finance Minister George Dunye and his deputy for social 
matters were dismissed in an investigation into embezzlement of public funds. 


On the economic front a four-year development plan was launched in the middle 
of this year and what Mr Doe called "a survival budget" was adopted. 
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Reconstruction Tax 


This budget envisages expenditure of 431.1 million dollars against revenue 

of 390 million--more than 43 million up on the previous budget. The extra 
cash was planned to come from a special "national reconstruction tax" on 
income, an increase in fuel and beer prices, and especially a rise in the price 
of the staple food, rice, from 20 dollars to 24 dollars for a 100-pound 

(45 kilo) bag. 


Of the money raised, 230 million dollars is to be spent on the rural sector, 
where two-thirds of the population live, 109 million on road improvements, 
energy (41 million), the development of small and medium-size industries 
(31.3 million), education (50 million) and health (31.5 million). 


When the budget was introduced, President Doe said the Government was faced with 
difficult choices by an economic and financial situation which remained serious. 


Iron, Coffee, Cocoa 


The Head of State said that apart from difficulties inherited from the Tolbert 
regime the world economic crisis had seriously affected Liberia. Fuel prices 
had not stopped rising and Liberian exporting industries had not performed 
satisfactorily. 


One such industry is iron ore. Rising production costs and a drop in demand 
for steel are to blame. 


Similarly the fall in world prices of coffee and cocoa have affected the 
agricultural sector. 


Strikes have also broken out from time to time, in spite of a Government ban on 
such protests. In September some 1,000 teachers struck, followed in October 

by 600 workers of the largest iron ore mining company, LAMCO, and 900 nurses 

at the John F. Kennedy Medical Centre in Monrovia. All were demanding higher 
wages and better working conditions. 


Expenditure Freeze 

At the moment Monrovia is calm and internal business appears to be thriving, 
but problems persist. Last week President Doe decided to freeze all Government 
expenditures apart trom salaries, and forbid Ministers and public services 


from buying new vehicles for the next six months. 


And to show that every little helps on the long and difficult road to economic 
stability, the state's only Boeing 737 airliner is to be put up for sale. (AFP)

MACHEL VISITS FACIM-81, COMMENTS ON USSR, PORTUGAL PAVILIONS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 4 Sep 81 p 3 


[Excerpts] Commander in Chief Samopgpa Machel, chairman of the 
FRELIMO Party and president of the People's Republic of Mozambique, 
visited the Maputo International Fair [FACIM] yesterday. 
Accompanied by members of the Standing Political Committee, 
Central Committee and Council of Ministers, the country's 
supreme leader toured the pavilions of all countries represented 
at the fair. The establishment of sound cooperation with mutual 
benefits for the People's Republic of Mozambique and exhibiting 
countries was the point most noted by the chief of state during 
his contacts in the various pavilions. Broadening aad strength- 
ening existing relations was another feature noted. 


The visit began in midmorning in the FRELIMO Party pavilion, where Samora Machel 
recalled several particularly significant events which occurred during the armed 
struggle for national liberation. The exhibit of weapons used to fight the 

war of liberation served as a basis for recalling memories of that time. 


While passing through a section of the exhibit displaying some of these weapons, 
the president of the republic said: "It is interesting to see the origin of the 
weapons used to begin the war." 


Establishing Outlets for Goods 


The great qualitative leap made by the USSR, in terms of its exhibit at the fair, 
was hailed by Samora Machel. The large and varied range of goods directly cover- 
ing the basic needs of Mozambicans was a dominant feature. But these items are 
still not finding their way to Mozambique. 


The chief of state said: "We must provide legs for these goods so they can reach 
us here. We have to organize and provide legs for textiles, fishing equipment, 
toys and other goods exhibited here, firmly establishing cooperation in 
agriculture, industry and several other sectors." 


With regard to the changes noted, President Samora praised the effort made, 
recalling that last year's exhibit gave an erroneous idea of the Soviet Union. 
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Displaying only tractors and cosmonauts could give the impression that the Soviet 
Union produces only tractors or that its main concerns are space-oriented. 

The present exhibit demonstrates that this is not true, that the Soviet Union 
provides for social needs. 


The president said: "We congratulate you on your good exhibit this year, which 
has surpassed all previous ones. Basic aspects were considered and attention was 
given to women and children." 


Concerning the establishment of mechanisms for beneficial cooperation, the 
president of the republic pointed out a mistake which Land-Rover, a British 
company, had made. 


Countries and companies would place orders with the company and Land-Rover would 
promise to fill them, but would fail to do so. The president told the company 
representative: "Many of them instead went over to Jeep Toyota, a Japanese firm, 
because your company did not keep its word." 


After trying to deny this fact, the representative finally admitted it and said 
that Land-Rover can now fill any order in just 3 to 4 months. 


Mixed Companies 


[In the Portugal pavilion, President Samora Machel applauded the idea of cooperation 
for the developmental stage of mixed companies. Such a concern was mainly related 
to the footwear sector, for which the FAL [expansion unknown] group has determined 
that such a possibility exists. 


Samora Machel recommended: "We must plan for the future. We have many problems 
in the footwear sector. If it is possible to establish mixed companies, what are 
we waiting for? Let's set up mixed footwear companies." 


In the same pavilion, the president of the republic expressed the desire of 
seeing stronger cooperation in the area of shipping, utilizing the "natural 
highway," the ocean, linking the two countries. 


In this regard, representatives of the National Shipping Company of Portugal 
noted that relations with Mozambique have been very good and that they had made 
available to us the vessel "Polana" for rescue operations of the "Castle Glory" 
cargo in Zambezia. 


Samora Machel told the official in charge of the Portuguese pavilion that "perma- 
nent contact, permanent and not sporadic cooperation must be maintained" concerning 
the projects with SOREFAME and SETENAVO [expansions unknown].

PORTUGUESE PRESIDENT WELCOMED IN MAPUTO

[Text] Official talks between the People's Republic of Mozambique and the 
Portuguese Republic started at the Ponta Vermelha Palace in Maputo a few 
moments ago. In his opening speech, President Samora Machel wished the 
Portuguese delegation a good stay in Mozambique--a liberated zone of humanity-- 
in this land which has been liberated by the people and where we are fighting 
for the wellbeing of the people against humiliation and racism. 


President Samora Machel said the visit by the Portuguese head of state to our 
country was an historic landmark in the friendly relations of cooperation 
between the two peoples and countries. He referred to the time of the 

national liberation armed struggle when the Mozambique liberation front led the 
Mozambique people to make the correct assessment of the enemy. We never 
conitused the colonial system with the Portuguese people. It was during the 
national liberation struggle that we said the enemy has no color and no race. 
Exploitation has no color; it has no race and it has no country. 


At the end of his speech, President Samora Machel said the meeting constitutes 
a further step in promoting relations between Mozambique and Portugal. 


In reply, President Eanes said that he and his delegation represent a new Portugal, 
born from the 25 April revolution, a country which intended to have special 
relations with all the peoples of the world, including the Mozambique people. 


In his speech in reply, the Portuguese head of state emphasized: The various 
efforts, made from time to time by one or other of us, have led to a new era 
ot relations between our peoples. This era is characterized particularly by 
the unalterable respect for the sovereignty of our two countries.

BELLICOSE U.S. POLICY IN CARIBBEAN DENOUNCED

[Article by E. Hipolito: "War Clouds in the Caribbean"] 


[Text] According to international dispatches, UN diplomats were watching with con- 
cern the political situation in Central America and the Caribbean this last Mon- 
day, with the tension points centered in El Salvador, Nicaragua and Cuba. In rela- 
tion to the first country, the problem was aggravated by the North American decision 
to intensify economic and military support to the dictatorship headed by Napoleon 
Duarte. The announcement was made by Alan Romberg, spokesman of the State Depart- 
ment, who acknowledged the instability of the Salvadoran Government. A few hours 
before, the Reagan administration was no longer hiding the fact that the El Salvador 
regime can only be rescued through more external aid in order to contain the ad- 
vances of the Farabundo Marti Front for National Liberation. 


As for Nicaragua, the government has publicly denounced during the last 2 months the 
intensification of the subversive maneuvers teleguided from Washington. After the 
incursions carried out from Honduras by Somoza groups and following a period of 
relative calm, which was achieved at talks held during the first semester of the 
year, Honduran military leaders changed their mind and acts of provocation against 
Managua started again. Tension reached its apogee with the concentration of troops 
near the Nicaragua border. This operation was launched during the same week that 
authorities revealed that a plan to assassinate leading members of the Sandinista 
Front and high government officials had been discovered. 


The Central American press then stressed that pressure against the Nicaraguans was 
increasing as the Duarte government was losing ground, leading the North Americans 
to compromise other governments in a struggle lost before it even started. It is 
in such a climate that the Honduran military leaders were publicly announcing the 
existence of an agreement sponsored by the United States, in accordance with which 
cooperation in controlling the revolutionaries is carried out in the three countries 
--particularly on the Salvadorans--with the operation assuming a joint character.

toward a future invasion of Nicaragua, 
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Threat of Intervention 


The help given to Duarte by Washington will mean increased political, military and 
economic support. Thus at an international level, in public or in private talks, 
the United States will do its best to rescue whatever still remains in the hands 

of the discredited Salvadoran Government. Moreover, while funds are granted to 
avoid the country's bankruptcy, the United States will not only send new military 
equipment, but will also reinforce the human resources at the service of the dicta- 
torship. 


The decision was made last weekend by the departments of state and defense and has 
been taken seriously by the threatened governments. News agencies immediately dis- 
closed that in Cuba, revolutionary leaders had launched a call to the people to 

remain vigilant in the face of the imminent danger of aggression by the United States, 
which could also include an actual invasion. 


In Nicaragua, the newspaper BARRICADA, organ of the Sandinista Front. announced in 
yesterday's edition that all troops had been placed on a state of alert, with civi- 
lians being called upon to be prepared to face an emergency situation. The Ministry 
ec: Interior communique came out on Sunday, when Commandant Tomas Borge stressed the 
need to strengthen unity in order to "repel the U.S. Government threat." 


As in 1961 


Some UN diplomats said yesterday that this is an explosive situation, comparing the 
present climate with the one that preceded the dismal failure of the United States 
when it attempted to invade Cuba in 1961. The Spanish news agency EFE affirmed, 
following a series of contacts with Latin American and North American leaders, that 
"something is brewing." The withdrawal of the U.S. representation in Cuba decreed by 
Reagan was interpreted as the opening of an action against Havana, an operation that, 
in the view of some political observers, could even be of a military nature, the 

Same news agency emphasized. 


The Cuban ambassador to the UN, Raul Roa, said in reference to the North American 
accusations that his country had sent soldiers to Nicaragua, that the Reagan admin- 
istration allegations’ sole purpose is to prepare public opinion for large-scale 
operations against Cuba and Nicaragua. The diplomat's statements mirror Fidel Cas- 
tro's speech on 24 October, when he denounced a maneuver of the North American go- 
vernment carried out through two newsmen. An article published in the WASHINGTON 
POST had affirmed that between 500 and 600 Cuban soldiers had recently arrived in 
Managua during the second half of September on their way to El Salvador. 


The Cuban leader denied the paper's statement and warned that it meant the begin- 
ning of a large-scale maneuver against his country and Central America. Subsequent- 
ly, the newspaper GRANMA challenged the U.S. Government, insisting that Gen Alexander 
Haig--who was behind this "information'--should cite proof of the arrival of the 
Cuban soldiers. The Cuban request had its own reasons. According to the news- 
paper, the Havana government verified that Haig had sent to various embassies the 
statements he had had circulated in the press, affirming that he held proof of 

them. However, what is certain is that, despite the silence maintained in relation 
to the Cuban request--which wanted to know when and in what planes the troops had 
been transported--the Stat2 Department firmly insisted in carrying out together with 
the Pentagon a practically declared war against th2 revolutionary government of Cuba 
and Nicaragua.

READER PROTESTS TOURISM OFFICIAL'S ALLEGATION ON COOPERANTS

[Text] Dear Sir: I open by apologizing for writing in Spanish, because my Portu- 
guese is not good enough and doubtlessly the similarity between the two languages 
will make the contents of my letter verfectly clear. 


In a past article on tourism, it is alleged that "...we already know of some co- 
operants who leave the hotel with bedsheets under their trousers. They have already 
stolen curtains, blankets, sugar bowls, dishes, etc. There are restaurants selling 
whisky which has not been obtained from the hotel industry, since it has been un- 
available since last year. The whisky comes from cooperants who buy it at 300 
meticals and then resell it at 5 or 6 times the price." 


Since the entire paragraph is devoted to cooperants, it is obvious that the text 
implies that cooperants are to blame for the thefts and that all the whisky con- 
sumed in Mozambique is illegally sold by the cooperants. 


In the eyes of a large segment of the population, cooperants are an unfairly priv- 
ileged group. For a worker earning 2,280 meticals or an office clerk earning 4,500 
meticals, the 25,000 meticals of a physician seem tremendously unfair; what they do 
not understand is that the $740 this represents are oniy a small part of what he 
would be earning in his own country. 


| personally earn less than I would at home; I take in stride the difficulties of 
living in Mozambique, the interminable lines, the general scarcity, the problem of 
my children's diseases, who are studying at the Maxaquene elementary school and 

not at the International School, where many times they must sit on the floor because 
of a lack of desks; I do all that with a light heart, knowing that our efforts are 
contributing in small part toward building a more just society to free the Mozam- 
»ican people--my brothers--of the evils afflicting them. We contribute toward 
bringing about in Mozambique what, in our country, is still a utopia: socialism. 


For this reason, I indignantly protest these thoughtless statements sothoughtlessly 
nublished, as well as others serving the same purpose. Prejudiced statements such 
as “all Jews are avaricious,'' "all Arabs are traitors,'' "all Indians are traders

UNEMPLOYMENT, IDLENESS BREED BLACK MARKET ACTIVITIES

[Text] The "MK3" and the "EMOC" (Mozambican Black Market Co.) are two 
satirical names very much in fashion today, born from the well-known sense 
of humor of the people, which springs up even in such bad and disagreeable 
issues such as the social plague known as black market. 


Statistics provided by experts in demographic problems show that while the 
country's population is growing annually by 2.6 percent, the population of 
Maputo is growing at an annual rate of 6 percent. It is, therefore, quite 
clear that 3.40 percent of people annually arrive in Maputo from rural areas. 
This percentage represents an average of 26,520 persons who abandon productive 
work in the fields and migrate to Maputo. These statistics show that an 
average of 73 persons arrive daily in Maputo. 


While numbers vary, the migration from rural to urban areas is a common 
phenomenon in all the cities of the country. This is a very important factor 
in the formation of a non-productive class that stimulates the increase in 
speculation and black marketeering. The people who arrive from rural areas 
(where they were productive) do not find employment in the city. Since they 
must somehow survive, they have recourse to all kinds of expedients. Among 
them the easiest is the purchase and (speculative) resale of products. 


Of course, there are black marketeers and black marketeers! Some of them--no 
less pernicious, of course--are a more or less developed nucleus dealing in 
small items, whose earnings do not go beyond a few hundred meticals. There 

are others, however, who are the true "sharks," dealing in more important goods 
worth tens of thousands of meticals. The latter can provide everything, from 
fish, sugar, rice and flour to potatoes, drinks and everything else that does 
net exist on the market. 


An operation is being carried out to solve this social problem, but it is still 
in an embryonic stage. Following an in-depth study of the problem by party and 
government organs in Maputo, it was determined that a census of all unemployed 


persons should take place in all the districts of Greater Maputo; this is already 
being done. 











Such a measure will permLt a better organization of resources and conditions 


to involve these people in productive work, channeling them into the green 
areas program, 


[his initiative is correct. Only through such action will that parasitic 
nucleus concentrated in Maputo and other cities be progressively eliminated: 
non-productive individuals such as these are a burden to all those who work. 


In the face of the economic difficulties affecting the country, the lack of 


training and directives for these marginal individuals can only result in an 
increase otf the concraband circuits.

INCREASINGLY VISIBLE PRESENCE OF NRM NOTED

[Excerpts] Nairobi--During the past several weeks, the armed rebels of the 
National Resistance Movement (NRM) have intensified their operations against 
economic targets that are difficult to protect. In the most recent operation, 
on 13 November a commando destroyed eight buoys marking the access to the port 
of Beira. This sabotage action is the first conducted in Beira following the 
bombings by the Rhodesiar air force more than 2 years ago.

An NRM spokesman in Lisbon, M. Fernandes, provided the details on how the 
operation was carried out. According to him, the boat transporting the 
saboteurs left from the port itself, where these people are employed. He 
estimated that shipping would be impaired for about 10 days. Indeed, access 

to the wharves is a delicate operation requiring tugboat assistance even in 

s. The NRM details appear plausible. Is it not President Samora 
Machel himself who, in a celebrated speech in March 1980, condemned the enemies 
yf the revolution by proclaiming: "The internal enemy is everywhere, in the 
enterprises, the administration, in the ports...?" 
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Even if the NRM does not hold any "liberated areas," it is increasingly embarrass- 


ing to authorities in Maputo. Thanks to its South African "sanctuaries," it 
seems that it has recovered quite well after the destruction of its headquarters 
in Sitatonga in 1980 by the Mozambican army. It reportedly numbers from 3,000 to 
5,000 men. The southern part of the province of Manica remains its privileged 
field of action. It now operates south of the Save River and has infiltrated 
fighters in the provinces of Gaza and Inhambane. The dissident movement enjoys 
a measure of support among the peasantry, which is often backward and whose 
traditional individualism it exalts. Its task is made easier by the fact that 
during the war of independence, the FRELIMO never succeeded in implanting itself 
well in this central area. 


Like Jonas Savimbi's UNITA, the NRM is attempting to completely cut off the 
peasantry from official distribution circuits. For instance, the people are 
totally deprived of sugar and salt, that can only be obtained from the government. 
Thence the FRELIMO's interest in grouping the peasants in "communal villages," 
where they would enjoy basic services: health, education, use of agricultural 
equipment, motor pumps, etc. These fortified villages are the favorite 

targets of rebel attacks.

RAILROAD LINK WITH SOUTH AFRICA DAMAGED 


Derailment Described

[Text] The sole railroad link between Mozambique and South Africa has been 
obstructed since last Saturday because of the derailment of a convoy of gasoline 
and sodium cars which occurred near Ressano Garcia. Rescue operations are made 
more difficult by the fact that a car carrying 38,000 liters of gasoline fell 
under the bridge where the derailment took place, precluding any attempt to 
solder the rails. 


The convoy, which was on its way to South Africa, was made up of 19 gasoline 
tankers carrying about 700,000 liters and 2 cars carrying sodium. 


According to a railroad official, the derailment was caused by the expansion 
of the rails due to the very high temperatures registered last Saturday. 


As a result, about 38,000 liters of gasoline spilled from 11 tankers. To date, 
70,000 liters of gasoline have been lost, and the bridge has been seriously 
damaged, the railroad official stated. 


A team of technicians was dispatched to the scene of the accident and has 
started rescue operations. The line has been cleared down to the end of the 
bY idve ° 


Fmpty tanker cars have been sent to the spot in order to begin pumping operations 
for the gasoline. Once this is completed, the bridge will be repaired quite 
rapidly.

[Excerpts] Dishonest private businessmen in Cuanba and Niassa are threatening 
to foil the farm marketing campaign. They ai‘e forcing the people to barter 
products, even requiring a 20-kg container oj corn in exchange for one bar of 
Soap ° 


Such actions are not in keeping with the incentives established by the Ministry 
of Domestic Trade, which this year distributed hoes, machetes, scythes and 
bicycles, among other goods, in an effort to promote marketing. 


Despite all these maneuvers, 56 tons of various agricultural produce have already 
been marketed in Cuamba. 


Beeswax is one product which was put on the market just this year. As a result, 
only 501 kg have been purchased from the people since the campaign in Niassa 
began on 6 July. 


It should be noted, however, that the wax has a high price on the international 
market. The latest reports which we have obtained place this product's value 


at $4,800 per ton. 


Of the amount listed above, 380 kg are high quality wax, 103 kg are second class 


and 18 kg are third class. 

Problems 

The tamily sector in Cuamba will not be able to achieve the goals planned, mainly 
in the case of corn. The primary reason cited for nonfulfillment of the plans 

is the 1 ck of rainfall during a good part of the season. 

[t should also be mentioned that a large part of Cuamba's population does not 
grow corn as the principal crop. They are more involved in raising "mapira” 
[variety of sorghum or corn in Zambezia] and manioc, which are also basic 


ommodities of the aji‘ea. 








In addition to "mapira" and manioc, the people of Cuamba give special attention to 
sunflowers and cotton as cash crops, despite the fact that so far everything 
indicates that the arable land is favorable for growing corn. 


In contrast, the private sector will be able to surpass the targets established. 
It is even expected to offset the family sector's deficit. 


With regard to beans and other local produce, everything suggests a significant 


improvement. There are even hopes that the plans will be achieved early in the 
season.

UNLOADED FISH CATCHES DO NOT REACH MARKET 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 11 Nov 81 p 2 
[Arricle by Leandro Paul ] 


[Excerpts] The fact that thousands of kilos of fish are unloaded in the port of 
Maputo every day for the capital's markets and minimal quantities of fish are sold 
in them seems to be a daily paradox. As a result, the people have only two alter- 
natives: they either don't eat fish or buy it at exorbitant prices. 


For 2 years now, fish markets in the capital have had empty shelves. Meanwhile, 
our waters abound in crab, lobster, whiting, skate and other fish. However, these 
rarely make their appearance on the market, despite the fact that both state and 
private fishing companies unload their catches at the port. 


Groups of people wait every day at the port for the boats to return. They wish to 
buy the fish given away to crew members, who then resell it. Joao Chemane, a 

crew member from the boat "Carapua," told us that "I get 2 kilos of fish every day." 
[here are many fishermen who get part of the day's catch. When queried, they re- 
ply that the fish has been offered to them by the shipowners for their own consump- 
tion, which is indeed true. Part or most of this is sold later by crew members in 
several locacions. 


Hundreds of containers with thousands of kilos of fish are registered every day at 
the port. These amounts of fish are intended for sale in the capital's markets. 

But shipowners sell their catch to fixed customers, without adhering to the regula- 
tions issued by the port administration specifying the markets to which the fish 
should be sold. These same customers then assign the sale of the fish to unemployed 
persons at speculative prices. 


ihe sale of the fish directly from customer to customer has resulted in ever in- 
creasing fish prices. Some of the shipowners reached said that the reason for 
these illegal transactions is because the price of fish has not been revised, and 
their earnings do not cover maintenance costs and salaries of the crew. Some of 
them stated that theymust resort to them in order to survive and not stop fishing 
activities altogether.

MAJOR ADAMOU ADDRESSES OPENING SESSION OF DEVELOPMENT BODY 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 10 Nov 81 p 3 


[Excerpt] The fourth session of the National Commission for the establishment of 
the Development Company began its work yesterday morning at the former National 
Assembly under the chairmanship of Maj Moumouni Djermakoye Adamou president of the 
above-mentioned company. 


The opening cermony, during which we noted the presence of Gen Dupuis Henri Yacouba, 
grand chancellor of the National Order of Niger and several members of the govern- 
ment and of the Development Company, was highlighted by a speech given by Maj 
Moumouni Djermakoye Adamou. 


"Our meeting yesterday," he recalled, “had the objective of beginning the process 
which is to lead to the creation of the institutions of the Development Company." 


There are three topics on the agenda of this fourth working session: 


--Report on the gcvernment's adoption of the final report; 
--Definition of 4 strategy for the second phase of the work; and 
--Miscellaneous matters. 


With respect to the first topic, this involved a report to the members of the 
National Commission on the different amendments (and the reasons for these amend- 
ments) made by the government before adopting the final report. 


The second topic relates to the effective creation of the institutions described 
in the final report. The participants will develop the strategy which will lead 
to covering the entire country with cooperatives, Samaria a other development 
bodies. In this context, the subcommission for administrative structures, the 
subcommission in charge of cooperatives and the subcommission responsible for the 
Samaria and promotion met yesterday evening. 


The recommendations which will be made by these subcommissions will be presented 
to the various participants today during a plenary session beginning at 1000 hours 
at the former National Assembly. 


"After a hiatus following the first phase of our work and coinciding with the agri- 
cultural season which kept many of us in the fields or on the plains, we have 
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returned here more confident, determined and committed to work for the creation of 
the Development Company. 


"We have met today to consider and to set in motion the process of the second phase 
of our mission. 


"The first phase, as you know, ended with the transmission to the government of the 
results of our investigations and thoughts. You also know that the results of that 
first phase of our work were included in the final report in the form of pertinent 
and realistic proposals and recommendations dealing with the definition of u develop- 
ment policy for our country. 


"The government, which examined this report with the close attention required by 
the particular importance of the subject matter, approved it on 17 July 1981. 


"Thus, by a national consensus of all the popular organizations on the one hand and 
between these organizations and the government on the other hand, we Nigeriens, 

after long and rewarding deliberation, have just determined the shape of our society 
of tomorrow, as the plan resulting from this consensus will be the line of our future 
institutions. 


"As I remember it, our meeting yesterday had the objective of initiating the process 
which is to lead to creation of the institutions of the Development Company. 


"Taking our inspiration from directives of the chief of state, we will organize the 
second phase of our mission in the following way: 


"-~Complete the installation of the structures of the Samaria and cooperatives and 
concomitantly to exercise surveillance over their balance so that they will evolve 
symbiotically. 


"--Install the structures agreed upon; i.e., the development councils at the different 
echelons of the administrative organization so that over time our villages, tribes 

and districts will be covered by development cells which will permit and promote 

the motivation and mobilization of the people with a view to their participation 

in every action whose purpose is improving life in the villages, camps or districts 
and strengthening national solidarity. 


"Finally, while waiting to install a more elaborate structure at the state level, 
indoctrination, information and reconversion of minds, actions should be continued 
and intensified. 


"Ladies and gentlemen, members of the National Commission for the establishment of 
the Development Company, these, then, will be the four components of the second 
phase of our work. 


"At this time, I should like once again to call upon your patriatism and your high 


sense of the responsibilities which have enabled us with complete seriousness and 
success, as you know, to complete the first phase of our mission. 
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"As for the phase that you will be undertaking, you will have to surpass yourselves 
even more. The imperatives of national construction require more zeal and sacrifice 
from us as well as commitment, as this is the most active phase. 


"We must now maintain contact with the 9,000 villages which are the rank-and-file 
cells of our national collectivity."

OPVN'S NEW PHILOSOPHY OF OPERATION DESCRIBED 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French No 291, 26 Oct 81 p 9 


[Article by Kailou Youssouf: "'OPVN: The New Philosophyv--Intervene as effectively 
as possible, when and where needed") 


[Text] After 1 October 1981, no more millet or sorghum will be sold by the OPVN 
[Nigerian Foodstuffs Office] until April 1982. This new arrangement, which 
puts the OPVN back on its feet, is intended to insure a good stock of cereals 
for effective intervention when needed, 


"We want the OPVN to have enough cereal in its stores to be able to intervene 
during the hard times beginning in May and ending, good year or bad, around the 
middle of August; we also want to be able to set a price that will reflect the 
cost=--something that didn't happen last year." The head of state, who spoke 

thus at a press conference given to allow him to convey his thoughts about the 
1981 agricultural and rural campaign, also said that the OPVN which until now had 
operated "like a commercial enterprise," should return to "its primary function, 


to wit, act for the good of the people by maintaining sufficient stocks in its 
warehouses," 


Therefore a new OPVN orientation is needed, From now on the OPVN's intervention 
philosophy will be geared to price stabilization and building up reserve stocks, 
There are two stages of price stabilization policy. 


The first stage will concentrate on purchases of products made at the end of the 
agricultural season. At this time merchants tend to buy millet, sorghum and rice 
by the sack at incredibly low prices, To combat this practice the OPVN director 
informed us that "....We are acting throughout the entire nation, injecting 
enough money to buy up surplus production at an advantageous price fixed by the 
government,'’ These OPVN prices will encourage farmers to produce much more 
millet, sorghum and rice, 


The second stage of stabilization will take place at the moment of need, at which 
time merchants tend to create shortages on the markets in order to make huge 
profits. “At this exact moment the OPVN will release its stocks onto the market 
so as to abruptly bring down prices," said the OPVN director. 
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In order to have enough grain for this period, OPVN, which has at its disposal 

32,239 tons for stabilization, and 12,000 tons of further reserves, has decided 
to sell no millet or sorghum from October 1981 to April 1982, Last year, during 
the same period, OPVN sold 28,267 tons of millet and sorghum, 


With current stocks (32,239 tons for stabilization and 12,000 tons in reserve 
stocks), plus an additional 121,000 tons of millet and sorghum (the anticipated 
sum of local purchases and imports for this year), it can be said that OPVN will 
be able to effectively battle speculation during the period that the grain is 
needed, 


But until May 1982, how will people in underproductive zones aud in the big 
cities be able to find millet and sorghum? It appears that these deficient zones 
are currently being studied. Decisions will be ma‘e on them after a complete 
assessment of the needs of the peop].e concerned has been made, That leaves the 
big cities. Explicit instructions have been given to businessmen to prevent 
shortages on the markets, 


As for the director of OPVN, he asked residents of large cities to make an effcrt 
to "produce the cereals themselves by working fields during off hours, They 

can also aid their relatives in growing crops and get food supplies from them 
when needed," 


For OPVN Director Adamou Souna, "being the head of a family means above all 
having foresight. 


Furthermore, "the tendency to regard OPVN as the family granary must be 
suppressed," he forcefully emphasized. He then stated that big city inhabitants 
must take all the necessary measures to create a reserve stock for the family to 
hold it until the OPVN reopens its doors, 


The time of abuse is therefore almost over. But "frequenters" of OPVN fear an 
increase in millet and sorghum prices on markets where simple tegligence on 
the part of the merchants can cause demand to exceed supply: they wonder at 
what price they can buy a sack of millet or sorghum? They also wonder how to 
exercise price control, The commission against expensive living (if it still 
exists) may again have a lot of work on its hands,

EDF ROAD AID--The Commission of the European Economic Community has just approved 
financing totaling 5 billion CFA [African Financial Community] francs for two high- 
way projects on National Route No 1 in Niger. This west~east highway, which covers 
1,500 kilomerers, from Niamey to Lake Chad, has, since the first EDF, been the 
subject of numerous Community loans amounting to a total of 18 billion CFA francs. 
These new projects on the one hand are designed to widen the asphalt road surface 
from 5.5 meters to 6 meters between Guidan Roumdji and Tchadaoua, that is, a 
distance of 97 kilometers (for traffic of over 100 vehicles per day) and on the 
other hand to pave with asphalt a 6-meter wide road covering the present 21-kilo- 
meter highway linking Zinder with Mirriah on which over 100 vehicles daily also 
travel. At Mirriah the new road will join the road which runs to Lake Chad. Hence- 
forth, the entire Niamey-Lake Chad road will be an asphalt-paved road. This is all 
the more important because the road is part of the Trans-African highway. The pro- 
jects are scheduled to last 24 months and their cost of about 5 billion CFA francs 
was approved under the title of nonreimbursable aid from the fifth EDF. [Text]

[Text] Victoria, Seychelles, 28 Nov (AFP)--The mercenaries involved in 
Wednesday's brief seizure of the airport on the Seychelles main island, Mahe, 
were discovered by chance as they tried to infiltrate the country with their 
weapons, according to reports here. 


The Seychelles AGENCE PRESSE, quoting police and customs officials taken hostage 
by the mercenary force, reported that the passenger terminal and control tower 
at Pointe Larue International Airport were seized only after arms were found 

in false-bottomed suitcases. 


(One batch of 47 mercenaries later fled to South Africa aboard a hijacked Air 
India jet, but a group of stragglers is still being hunted in hills around the 
airport.) 


A policewoman who managed to alert police headquarters in the capital, Victoria, 
by radio before being taken hostage, said that most of the passengers aboard 
the Royal Swazi Airline charter flight had gone through the nothing-to-declare 
gate when a custom officer decided to take a closer look at the luggage of one 
of the remaining passengers. 


The mercenaries were boarding two buses to go to a hotel when an official spotted 
the nose of a gun in one suitcase, and other weapons were found hidden under 

toys and sweets marked as gifts for the local rehabilitation centre for the 
disabled. 


A police sergeant ordered a thorough search of the rest of the luggage, most 
of which had been stacked on the buses" roof racks. 


Continuing her version of the dramatic events, policewoman Flavienne Pothin 
said that a big man jumped out of one of the buses and called out get down boys. 


Some of the mercenaries climbed onto the bus roofs and started assembling the 
other weapons, 


As Mrs Pothin was alerting headquarters by radio police sergeant Kerchen Esparon 


grabbed the gun that had exposed the mercenaries and rushed out of the guardroom. 
The policewoman heard two shots, followed by cries that the sergeant had been hit. 
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(Speaking from his hospital bed, the sergeant said that he was hit in the 
shoulder, but in the confusion managed to escape towards Victoria by taxi.) 


Meanwhile Mrs Pothin and 100 other people left on the scene were rounded up 

by the mercenaries and kept in the traffic room, but she had spotted two members 
of the invasion force stretched on the ground near the buses. One seemed to 

be dead, the other injured, and they are thought to have been shot by 

Sergeant Esparon with the giveway gun. 


Mrs Pothin said that after the Air India flight arrived, armed men ordered 
ground engineers among the hostages to service the plane. 


Duty station officer Patrick Elizabeth, who was one of the hostages, said that 
the mercenaries communicated with each other using codes and signals. 


Before the Air India Boeing-707 took off, Mr Elizabeth and two other Seychellois 
who had been forced to service the plane were warned that at least three 
mercenaries had remained in the terminal building and would kill the hostages 

if attempts were made to warn surrounding Seychellois troops of the escape 
aboard the plane. 


Mr Elizabeth said that the passengers on the Royal Swazi flight included one 
woman and their hand luggage carried identical stickers suggesting that they 
were travelling in a group. 


Meanwhile today's edition of the daily NATION printed greetings from the 
government and people of the Seychelles to tourists stranded as a result of 
the bungled coup plot. 


That you are not at present enjoying your stay with us is the fault of ruthless 
men who are prepared to destroy the hard work of a people for their own greed 
the message said. Having just had our way of life threatened and with some of 
those paid killers still at ..arge, we have been compelled to take such serious 
precautions which, unfortunately are causing you inconvenience.

MERCENARY LED SEYCHELLES COUP ATTEMPT 
AB271114 Paris AFP in English 1053 GMT 27 Nov 8l 


[Text] Johannesburg, 27 Nov (AFP)--The 47-strong commando involved in Wednesday's 
abortive invasion of the Seychelles set out from Johannesburg on Tuesday via 
Swaziland disguised as a rugby party. 


Johannesburg's RAND DALLY MAIL reported that the force travelled by bus to 
Ermelo, a small eastern Transvaal town about 100 kms (65 miles) from the 
Swazi border, where the members spent Tuesday night in a motel. 


The group leader was Peter Duffy, a photographer in his mid-fifties who worked 
for the Durban SUNDAY TRIBUNE, the MAIL reported. However, according to informed 
sources Peter Duffy is a former Congo (now Zaire) mercenary and personal friend 
of Colonel Mike Hoare, one of the better-known soldiers of fortune from that 
period. 


The Johannesburg daily said that each member of the force wore a badge declaring 
him a member of the Foam Blowers. 


On Wednesday morning the 47 mercenaries--who according to the Johannesburg STAR 
were hired for 1,000 rands (dollars) with promises of 10 times as much in the 
event of success--crossed the border and went to Matsapa Airfield, between 
Mbabane and Manzini, the MAIL continued. 


From there the commando took off in a Royal Swazi Airlines Fokker F-28 jet 
tor Mahe, reportedly stopping over in the Comoro Islands. 


Captain Umesh Saxena, pilot of the Air India Boeing 707 hijacked by the mercenary 
survivors to escape from the Seychelles, confirmed that one mercenary was 

killed and two others wounded during the fighting at Point Larue Airport. He 

also said that one member of the mercenary force, a former helicopter pilot, 
remained on the flight deck during the trip from Maheto Durban to make sure the 
crew obeyed instructions given by Duffy. 


South African police chief General Mike Geldenhuys has confirmed that 44 per- 
cenaries were jailed in Pretoria yesterday after their surrender to transport 
police, but he declined to divulge their nationalities or identities. 


THE RAND DAILY MAIL, quoting a well-placed source, said that more than 30 of the 
47 hijackers were former members of South Africa's reconnaissance commando regiment, 
which has frequently operated in southern Angola.

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CHANGES IN NATION'S CONSTITUTION EXAMINED 


PRESIDENT STEVENS has told the 
nation about his wish to retire after the 
elections, to give an opportunity to a 
younger person to assume the presidency. 
The President. who was addressing the 
closing session of the three-day biennial 
convention of the ruling All Peoples Con- 
gress (APC) at Sucktarr near Lungi. said: 
“For as long as I live, I will continue to 
serve the party and do everything within 
my capability for the benefit of the coun- 
try. If the boat is in trouble, I shall be there 
to guide it, but the time has now come 
when I should give up and allow someone 
else to carry on.” The President reiterated 
this desire in the four major languages — 
English, Krio. Temne, and Mende and 
urged the nation to begin to think seriously 
about a younger successor. 

Dr. Stevens gave the date of the General 
Elections as “end of January or early in 
February next year” and said that the 
timing has had to be changed because of 
certain constitutional conditions which 
have to be fulfilled. Parliament he said. has 
to be prorogued at leat 90 days before the 
elections. In addition, he went on. the 
revised party constitution states that civil 
servants desirous of contesting the elec- 


tions should give three months’ notice to 
resign their appointments. The President 
warned all prospective candidates not to 
allow their followers to make trouble or 
to molest their opponents, and said the 
elections must be conducted within the 
context of law and order. Each constituen- 
cv. he said will have a chance to choose 
from two or three candidates. 





SIERRA LEONE

President Stevens thanked the delegates 
for reappointing him secretary general and 
leader of the party. He observed that there 
had been differences throughout the deli- 
berations but pointed out that there was 
bound to be differences in any democratic 
situation. ‘We must always agree to dis- 
agree and concede to the consensus of the 
majonty,”’ he said. 

President Stevens finally thanked the 
army for providing the venue for the 
conference in the compound of their new 
barracks at Sucktarr, and urged everyone 
to join the party and work in the interest of 
the country. 


The convention. which was the seventh 
since the party was founded in 1960. and 
the second since the one party system of 
government came into being, adopted the 
new 1981 draft APC party Constitution 
which had already received the approval ot 
the central committee. The Constitution 
spells out the aims. objectives and philoso- 
phy of the party. its membership and 
organisational structure. It makes provi- 
sion for constituency branches. district 
branches. a governing council. a central 
committee. the national delegates conter- 
ence. the national secretariat. constituent 
and affiliated organisations, party institu- 
tions and symbols. and the procedures for 
primary elections for Parliament. Seven 
working committees were set up during the 
convention to study and report on the 
following matters: the organisation of the 
party; the party finances: paramount chiets 
and members of parliament: education: 
agriculture and other matters: migration 
and control of strangers and resolutions. 








At the concluding session of the conven- 
ton, the chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee. Dr. Abdulla: Conteh who is 
also Minister of Foreign Affairs. listed a 
number of resolutions adopted by the 
various working committces. These were 
adopted by the convention 


On the organisation of the party, the 
convention resolved to entorce party disci- 
pline and to prescribe a code of conduct for 
party and other public ofticers. to provide 
necessary tacilities for APC women and 
APC vouth organisations. and in particular 
to establish a standing committee on the 
Structure and functions of the organs of the 
party. 


Regarding the party's tinances. the con- 
vention stressed the need for a tirm finan- 
cial foundation tor the proper functioning 
of the party. It was resolved that monthly 
party dues be deducted at source. ranging 
trom 20 certs a month for lowly paid 
workers to lel per month for those 
earning over lelO.000 per vear. Const 
tueney and district branches were urged to 
redouble their efforts in the collection of 
membership dues. etc. Government was 
also urged to provide annual subvention 
tor the operation of the party 


On paramount chiets and members of 
parliament, the convention recognised that 
the institution of chiettainey was a. vital 
part of national life. and should therefore 
play a more active role in the development 
of the country. It was resolved that para- 
mount chiefs should meet at the national 
level at least once a vear. The convention 
further recommended that housing and 
paramount chiefs in keeping with their 
Status: that thev should be empowered to 
recommend appointments of chiefdom 
speakers and sub-chiefs: and that the 
method of appointing local court chairmen 
be reviewed. The convention also believed 
that paramount chiefs should be protected 
against’ harassment and other forms of 
disrespect: that they should have the power 
fo encourage them people to engage in 
self-help projects within thei chietdoms, 
and that government should set up a 
hational commission to recommend how 
best to improve the institution of para- 
mount chieftainey. The conterence further 
urged paramount chiefs and members of 
parhament to co-operate tor the develop- 
ment of their areas. and recommended that 
members of parliament should be provided 
with means of transportation during the 
hfetime of each parliament 
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The convention pas-ed a 23-point resolu- 


tion on education which among other 
things called for standard uniforms for all 
secondary and primary schools, free prim- 
ary education at all levels, and the reduc- 
tion of the high cost of education. It was 


recommended that as far as possible. text 
books should be produced locally, other- 
wise the government should buy text books 


directly from publishcry on behalf of the 
schools, and that certuin texthooks should 


be utilised for a number of years all over 
the country. Fewer textbooks should be 
prescribed for particular subjects. 

The convention further recommended 
that the APC party history and ideology 
transportation facilities De provided tur 
should be taught in all schools. The present 
structure of the university is to be reviewed 
to make it relevant to the needs of the 
country. and further attention should be 
paid to discipline in all educational institu- 
tions. Indigenous languages were recom- 
mended as the media of instruction for all 
schools. 


The convention also passed a 14-point 
resolution on agriculture which sought to 
decentralise the functions of the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Forestry, and unify the 
land tenure system in the provinces to 
facilitate the development of commercial 
agriculture. It was recommended that im- 
proved crop storage facilities and low, 
interest rate loans should be provided for 
farmers. 


The growing number of unemployed 
youth were noted and the convention 
resolved to establish a national service and 
a training scheme with an agricultural bias 
which would provide opportunities for 
their training and discipline. The conven- 
tion was concerned at the declining rate of 
local food convention. and stressed that 
the country must be self-sufficient and 
self-reliant as regards food production. To 
this end, government was called upon to 
set up a national committee to look into 
the problem and make recommendations. 
It was also recommended that agriculture 
should be taught as a subject from primary 
schools upwards, and that graduates in 
agriculture should be adequately utilised 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. 

On migration and control of strangers, 
the convention expressed concern at the 
alarming trend in the rate of rural migra- 
tion into urban centres. as well as the 
continued increase in the influx of non- 
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citizens into the country. and recom- 
mended a number of measures for the 
consideration of government to stop the 
situation. These included the immediate 
reporting to the police. district officers, 
rural authorities, paramount chiefs, town 
chiefs, village headmen,. etc.. of the arrival 
of strangers; the establishment of perma- 
nent checkpoints to examine national 
identity cards, and the introduction of 
national registration at chiefdom level. 
The convention also requested govern- 
ment in co-operation with neighbouring 
countries, to secure the effective protec- 
tion and control of the country's borders, 
both land and sea. It finally mandated the 
Central Committee to set up a Standing 
Committee to ensure the implementation 


of resolutions taken at national party con- 
ventions. 
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The convention re-elected President 
Siaka Stevens, founder of the party as 
secretary general and party leader. Two 
vice-chairmen were elected for the first 
time. First Vice-President S. I. Koroma 
became first vice-chairman of the party and 
Second Vice-President C. A. Kamara 
Taylor became second vice-chairman. The 
former assistant to the secretary general, 
Mr. E. T. Kamara was elected national 
executive secretary, and Mr. S. A. Fofana 
retained his position of national organising 
and propaganda secretary. Mr. D. F. 
Shears, Minister of Tourism, was re- 
elected treasurer. 

The convention created an 11-man gov- 
erning council in keeping to the new party 
Constitution, and a new 49-man central 
committee. Regional organising and prop- 
aganda secretarics for the north, east, 
south and western area were also elected. 
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COST OF OIL=-Paying for oil imports takes up most of Sierra Leone's foreign 
exchange earnings and the country is just managing to exist, President Siaka 
Stevens told the conference of the All People's Congress (APC).

[IT’S not a bad thing that the volk should be in a 
questioning mood. 

That the rather dour and unshakable Afrikaans 
churches should have verligte voices in their 
midst, arguing about matters such as the secrecy 
of the Broederbond and the validity or otherwise 
of the country’s racial policies in relation to the 
Scriptures. 

From time to time, there have been rows involving 
theologians that have threatened some of the 
basic tenets of these churches, but in the end, the 
traditional and conservative viewpoint has pre- 
vailed. 

One senses this time, however, that there is a grop- 
ing in Afrikanerdom for new approaches, new 
understandings, new policies. 

The volk is in travail. Events outside our borders 
have shaken many Afrikaans-speakers. The ene- 
my is at our gates. Around us are Black States 
which are mainly Marxist. 

They are our enemies, whatever temporary accom- 
modations we may make with them, and they 
with us, in trade and transport and other facili- 
ties. 

Rhodesia, which it was hoped would be a White 
bastion to the north, or under moderate Black 
rule with strong White participation, ‘ias gone 
Black and the Whites are exiting their once de- 
loved country by the thousands. 

UDI, necessary though it was, proved fruitless. 
The sacrifices of the seven-year war were in vain. 

The terrorists not only won, but are feted 
throughout the world, their past crimes forgot- 
ten; their present, undemocratic actions con- 
doned; their threat to turn Zimbabwe into a one- 
party State shrugged off as being of no conse- 
quence; the reduction in living standards and the 
debilitation of the economy excused. 
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South West Africa, it now seems, may go the same 
way under a United N~tions-supervised electior. 

Swapo, the enemy, with United Nations blessing 
and support, may find itself in power. 

The war on the border, if that happens, may then 
have been in vain. 

But we have no alternative but to fight for what 
we believe in — a South West Africa not sub- 
jected to the intimidation and duress of the men 
with the guns from across the border, but a terri- 
tory that comes to full independence by the free 
will of its people as expressed through free elec- 
tions. 

You might ask why we shouldn’t fight on, regard- 
less, why we shouldn't defy the United States and 
the rest of the world, why the Western plan 
should be allowed to prevail. 

It is argued that we cannot hold the fortress for- 
ever on our own, at huge cost, and possibly be 
subjected to sanctions. 

Whether this is so or not, we hope that when 
South Africa finally has to reach a decision, for 
or against UN Resolution 435 being implemented 
in terms of the Western plan, it will be the right 
decision in the circumstances. 

For if Swapo takes over, we will find ourselves 
confined to our own fortress, surrounded on all 
sides by enemies and with our backs to the sea. 

The vol). senses the change in its fortunes. 

There are those who say stand fast and fighi; 
there are those who say we can still find a com- 
promise whereby we can maintain our tradition- 
al values and sovereignty over our own country 
and affairs; and there are those — a small minor- 
ity — who are attracted to the idea of helping 
along the transition to Black rule, which they 
regard as inevitable, by accepting citizenship for 
all and the sharing of power. " 

The basic conflict between traditionalists and re- 
formists is mirrored in the National Party, the 
political arm of the volk, now riven by verligte- 
verkrampte divisions, with the verligtes saying 
change and the conservatives saying don't give 
up the principles of the past. 

At the same time the emergence of a strong Right- 
wing backlash has demonstrated that many 
Afrikanvrs, anxious about the future, are not 
prepared to yield to the demands of the times for 
reform, but prefer to maintain White domina- 
tion, baasskap and power. It is a battle for the 
heart and soul of the Afrikaner, and in it aca- 
demics, theologians, businessmen, farmers and 
workers in the public and private sectors are tak- 
ing sides. 

Afrikanerdom is divided, with some saying for- 
ward and others back, and nobody quite certain 

what is the best course to take. 
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Since the Afrikaners are the dominant governing 
White race, the outcome of the conflict has great 
meaning for the rest of the community. 

For who gets the upper hand in the struggle will 
determine the direction the country takes. 

Against this background, the arguments and divi- 
sions within Afrikanerdom are not necessarily 
harmful. 

There is no leader «ith a vision of the future that 
can inspire the volk. 

But out of the conflict of ideas may emerge the 
kind of policy that will ensure not just the Afri- 
kaner’s survival, but that of the country. 

We sincerely hope so.

[Text] It is at times like these when the General Assembly of the United Nations 
begins debating the South-West African issue that the patience and reasonableness 
of the South African Government and that of the internal parties of Southwest 
Africa are strained to their very limits. 


What is happening in the General Assembly bears no relation to reality. While 
the most delicate negotiations are being conducted to find an acceptable settle- 
ment formula and to strengthen Security Council Resolution 435, speakers in the 
General Assembly are launching tirades against South Africa and demanding that 
General Assembly resolution be implemented forthwith. As usual South Africa is 
not allowed to state its case, nor are the internal parties of Southwest Africa. 


The General Assembly would have helped along the negotiations had it tried to 
demonstrate now that it was indeed impartial and that the United Nations could be 
trusted as an impartial referee in elections in South-West Africa. Yet this is 

not happening. South Africa is being condemned while SWAPO remains recognized 

by the United Nations as the sole authentic representative of the people of Namibia. 


Fortunately, the United States realizes the scope of the problem. The American 
assistant secretary of state for African affairs, Dr Chester Crocker, has said that 
what is necessary is to develop a dialogue of mutual trust on Namibia. Dr Crocker 
is not being helped along with his task by the activities of the General Assembly. 


The point to make is that the South-West African issue has become an entirely new 
ball game, particularly since the Geneva conference in January of this year. 

Then the partiality of the United Nations toward SWAPO was clearly demonstrated 
and some of the most respected newspapers in the Western world commented on the 
ridiculous state of affairs where the United Nations recognized no political party 
in South-West Africa except SWAPO. It is ridiculous because then in Zimbabwe, 
where there are only two main ethnic groups, the Shona and the Matabele, and the 
Shona constitute 80 percent of the populaticn, there are two political parties 
clearly recognized as such. Yet in South-West Africa where there are 11 ethnic 
groups, with SWAPO drawing support virtually exclusively from the Ovambo, the 
United Nations believes no other political party has a standing. And again, that 
despite the fact that in December 1978, 80 percent of the electorate in the 
territory ignored SWAPO's boycott call and participated in a one-man one-vote 
election. 


This debate by the General Assembly can only be counterproductive.

IF the Afrikaner volk is anxious about the future, 
as we suggested yesterday, the English-speakers 
are no less worried. 

They, however, do not have the political power to 
determine the course which South Africa should 
take. 

In the main, the English-speakers are concerned 
with Opposition politics — either supporting the 
New Republic Party, which still controls the Na- 
tal Provincial Council, or the Progressive Federal 
Party, which has its strongholds in the wealthy 
predominantly English constituencies in north- 
ern Johannesburg, nearby Sandton and Bry- 
anston, the Cape Peninsula and some parts of 
Natal. 

In the 1977 generai election, with South Africa 
under extreme pressure from President Carter 
and Vice-President Mondale for majority rule, 
many English-speakers threw in their lot with 
the National Party. 

It was not so much an acceptance of the party’s 
policy as a rallying behind the Government to 
demonstrate that outside interference in South 
Africa's domestic affairs would not be tolerated. 


Hands off SA 


A “hands-off-South Africa” manifestation of the 
patriotis’~ that is as much part of the fibre of the 
English-speaker as it is of the Afrikaner. 

Which perhaps explains why many English-speak- 
ers voted Nationalist for the first time. 

When the general election was held this year, a 
great deal of English-speaking support for the 
National Party had eroded.

He was taken to 
hospital and discharged after treatment. Police vehicles were also stoned and 
batons were drawn to ward the attackers off, Traffic officers from Roodepoort 
assisted the police.

COUNTRY EXPECTED TO RATIFY PANA CONVENTION

[Text] Dar es Salaam, 26 Nov (AFP)--Tanzania is expected scon to ratify the con- 
vention of the Pan-African News Agency (PANA) and make it possible for the agency 
to begin operations by next year. 


An official of the Government Information Department said here today that Tanzania 
has already paid its dues to PANA and that the next move will be to ratify the 
convention next week. 


So far 12 African countries have ratified the PANA convention, but two more 
signatories are required to make the convention effective. The proposed African 
News Agency was supposed to have been operational by now but has been hit by 
several problems, including the poor telecommunications network in the continent 
and lack of competent manpower to facilitate its operation. 


The organization's director-general, Cheik Othuman Diallo, said on his departure 
for Khartoum that the establishment of the agency was one of the first resolutions 
by the Organization of African Unity (OAU) at its inception in 1963, but that it 
was not until 1976 that the idea was given an added impetus by the [words indis- 
tinct] meeting in Mauritius. 


Mr Diallo said that he was optimistic that PANA would be a respectable news agency 
as one of its objectives was to promote African unity and correct the distorted 
image portrayed by existing Western news organizations. 


PANA, with its headquarters in Dakar, Senegal, will have five regional pools, 
in Lagos to serve West Africa, Kinshasa for Central Africa, Lusaka for Southern 
Africa, Khartoum for East Africa and Tripoli for North Africa. 


Initially, PANA would be expected to operate in three languages--English, French 
and Arabic. Plans are also underway to open a school of journalism in Maputo, 
Mozambique, for Portuguese-speaking African journalists. 


During his stop-over here, Mr Diallo had talks with heads of government-controlled 


mass media, government officials and Director of Tanzania News Agency Shihata 
Nkwabi Ngwanakilala.

OIL-SEED DEAL~-United Refineries has entered into a barter agreement with a Zambian 
company for the processing of cotton seed. Under the agreement, Zambia's ROP (1975) 
Ltd (formerly Refined Oil Products) will send 10 000 tonnes of cotton seed to the 
Zimbabwean company. Oil expressed will be sent to ROP, while the oil seed cake will 
be retained by United Refineries as payment. Zambia expects about 2 500 tonnes of 
oil from Zimbabwe under this agreement. The agreement is a contingent measure pend- 
ing the installation of machinery with bigger capacity to process seeds at the 

Ndola works of ROP. The new machinery, which will cost about Kl million, will be 
bought out of an Indian Loan granted to Zambia and is expected in the country in 
about eight months time. The new equipment will be capable of processing 50 tonnes 
of cotton seed or soya beans a day. The agreement with United Refineries will in- 
volve no foreign exchange. ROP will pay for the transportation of seed cotton to 
Victoria Falls, while hauling in Zimbabwe will be paid by United Refineries. On 

the return journey, the Zimbabwean firm will pay the cost of freight from Bulawayo 
to Victoria Falls, and ROP will take over the cost of transporting the oil into 
zambia.

CHINESE GOODS--The Chinese Embassy's commercial office at 10 Cork Road in Salisbury 
is displaying light industrial products manufactured in China and available for ex- 
port at very competitive prices. The goods range from alarm clocks to sewing ma- 
chines, and include glassware, office and educational supplies and electrical ap- 
pliances. The display is part of the presentation of a four-member trade delegation 
from one of China's ten manufacturing corporations. The delegation, which returns 
to China on Wednesday, is headed by Mr Kang Yuzhou, the deputy export manager of 
the National Light Industrial Products Corporation. He is being assisted by Mr Wu 
Ming-Sui, a recently appointed commercial officer with the Chinese Embassy, who 
hopes to be able to bring other corporation representatives here in a bid to estab- 
lish strong trade links between the two countries. Zimbabwe already imports a num- 
ber of Chinese-made goods through international merchants but these are more expen- 
sive than direct imports.

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NEWS SUPPRESSION--Salisbury, November 17--A former news editor with Zimbabwe 
broadcasting services, who was fired after objecting to the Government's new 
"Socialist" orientation, has accused the company of suppressing items on such 
events as the crisis in Communist Poland. The criticism from Derek Sones came 
in a High Court hearing yesterday of his suit against the Zimbabwe Broadcasting 
Corporation (ZBC) for a year's severance pay. Mr Sones, who worked as a newsman 
under the former regime prior to black rule in April 1980, said he had found 
the subsequent "suppression"of some news and the change in choice of topics 
"undeniably repugnant." "It offended my instincts of professionalism, but I 
stayed with the ZBC during the change in the hope that things might improve,” 
Mr Sones told the court. He added: "This constant suppression os going on 
now.'' Mr Sones, who is white, said news editor Grey Tichatonga has ordered 
staff not to report news of Poland or mention the British royal family, and 

to avoid any stories critical of China's late Chairman Mao Tse Tong. (AFP)
